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A home 
for disabled 
—over the 
rainboiv?

Billy is a physically handi- 


capped 9-year-old. 


Me is confined to a wheelchair. 


His family feeds him, dresses him 
and helps him in whatever he 
does, wherever he goes 


Billy will attend Kirk Center for 


the handicapped in Palatine until 
he is 21 years old. There he re- 
ceives a normal education as well 
as 
physical and occupational 


therapy. 


HIS SHORT-RANGE future is 


certain. But it is the long range 
that worries his parents 
After 


Billy becomes 21, they still want 
him to receive therapy for his 
handicap and enjoy life. 


Keeping Billy <it home for the 


rest of his life is one of two op- 
tions for his family. The other is 
to send Billy to a residential facil- 
ity in another state because near- 
by facilities that serve persons 
with handicaps as severe as Bil- 
ly's are only a dream. 


There are other persons besides 


Billy's parents in the Northwest 
suburbs who are faced with the 
same dilemma about their physi- 
cally handicapped children. Last 
spring some of them got together 
and decided to try to solve their 
own problem. 


They formed a group called 


Over the Rainbow Assn., and their 
goal is to build a residential facil- 
ity In the Northwest suburbs for 
young adults who have severe 
physical handicaps requiring con- 
stant care. 


"THERE ARE schools for chil- 


dren who have physical as well as 
other handicaps, but after they 
are 18 years old, there are very 
few places that can provide the 
amount of care that they need," 
said Rosalyn Morgen, a member 
o( the group. 


Mrs. Morgen said the residen-' 


tial facilities in this area for hand- 
icapped adults do not provide the 
extensive care that involves1 help 
with functions as basic as eating, 
dressing 
and toileting. 
These 


adults may or may not be able to 
even move their own wheelchairs 
or get up out of bed. • 


The Meadows in Rolling Mead- 


ows Is a residential facility for the 
handicapped, but Director Byrn 
Witt said residents there are pri- 
marily mentally retarded. Those 
who do have physical handicaps 
can function for the most part by 
themselves, he said. 


Clearbrook Center also has a 


very limited residential facility in 
Arlington Heights, but residents 
there are mentally retarded and 
either work in the community or 
in Clearbrook'* sheltered work- 
shop. Persons who need extensive 
physical care would not be accom-

Village nixes 
social aid 
commission 


T h e Arlington Heights Village 


Board Monday night rejected a pro- 
posal calling for the creation of a per- 
manent social services commission. 


The recommendation from a special 


social services committee formed last 
March called for the abolishment of 
separate youth, senior citizen and 
housing commissions in the village. 
The permanent social services com- 
mission would, instead, have repre- 
sentatives from those three groups. 


Former Village Pres. Ralph Clar- 


bour, chairman of the special social 
services committee, said he was dis- 
appointed, but not surprised at the 
board's decision. 


The motion to create a permanent 


commission was rejected 7-1, with 
only Trustee Richard Durava dis- 
senting. 


THE BOARD did approve eval- 


uation procedures recommended by 
the Clarbour committee, but dele- 
gated the work to the village board's 
finance committee 


"As a member of the finance com- 


mittee, I don't feel qualified to eval- 
uate these programs. Too often, their 
recommendations come in the form of 
sheer advocacy," Durava said. 


Village Pres. James T. Ryan said 


the abolishment of the existing social 
service committees would be "a step 
backward." 


"I also believe the abolishment of 


these committees would be a real slap 
in the face to every senior citizen and 
youth in this community," Ryan said. 


TRUSTEE FRANK Palmatier also 


opposed the creation of a permanent 
social services committee, saying "I 
can't see dispensing with the manpow- 
er that has done sugh good work in 
the past." 


The permanent committee also was 


opposed by spokesmen for the youth,' 
senior citizens arid housing commis- 
sions.. 


James Ewart, chairman pro tern of 


the youth council, said it would be dif- 
ficult for a consolidated committee to 
effectively evaluate youth counseling 
p r o g r a m s because of the con- 
fidentiality involved. 


"The youth council has close work- 


ing arnuigements with these coun- 
seling agencies to get a feel of what is 
actually being provided. You need our 
opinion to get effective evaluation," 
Ewart said. 


Pat Gardner, president of the hous- 


ing commission, urged that it continue 
existence to help administer the vil- 
lage's new housing assistance plan. 


Dr. John Gianopulos, chairman of 


t h e se.nior citizens commission, 
charged that the recommendations of 
the committee were determined be- 
fore the committee even was. formed 
and called them "insensitive to the 
real problems of seniors." 


Dist. 59 gives tentative OK 
to 1976 budget cutbacks 


Budget cuts totalling $754,000 for the 


1976-77 school year were tentatively 
approved by the Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 Board of Education Monday. 


The cutbacks, which will be voted 


on at the March 15 board meeting, 
will not directly affect the education 
programs in the district, but will al- 
low the district to operate under a 
balanced budget next year if inflation 
is kept to 5 per cent. 


The budget proposal includes cut- 


ting about 30 classroom teachers be- 
cause of current overstaffing and an 
anticipated 4 per cent decline in en- 
rollment. School officials say the staff 
cuts Will not increase class size. The 
district figure's-' it can save about 
$354,500 with the reduction in staff.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A prose- 


cution witness Monday described Pa- 
tricia Hearst as a rebellious young 
woman who was sexually active at 
age 15, used drugs, became "queen" 
of the Symbionese Liberation Army 
and took part willingly in a bank rob- 
bery. 


Dr. Joel Fort, testifying as a psy- 


chiatric witness at her bank robbery 
trial, was asked by Prosecutor James 
L. Browning Jr., if, as the defense has 
claimed, she was "a soldier in/ an 
army of generals?" 
- . 


"No, I think she was a queen," said 


Fort, a criminologist who has testified 
as an expert witness in some 270 
criminal cases. 


Fort said he believed Miss Hearst 


voluntarily went oyer to the way of 
life of her kidnapers within a month 
after her abduction in February, 1974. 


Fort said in the years before the 


kidnaping Miss Hearst fought with her 
teachers, disliked her parents and had 
a reputation for lying to get out of 
tight spots. He described her as bored 
and dissatisfied and "missing a sense 


of meaning in her life." 


Fort's testimony was in direct con- 


tradiction to three defense psy- 
chiatrists who said she was a victim 
of "traumatic neurosis" and coercion. 


He said he found significant her 


statement about the SLA that "I can't 
believe that I liked them." 


Fort said he did not think she was 


suffering from traumatic neuroses the 
day of the bank robbery. He said 
someone under such pressure would 
not have been able to carry out rob- 
bery functions. 


"She did not participate in the bank 


robbery out of fear of her life," he 
said in giving his professional opinion. 


"She did it voluntarily as a member 


of the SLA." 


Miss Hearst was kidnaped on Feb. 


4, 1974. He said he believed she had 
been converted to their philosophy by 
March 1. The bank robbery occurred 
April 15. 


Fort gave this assessment of Miss 


Hearst before the kidnaping: 


"She was extremely independent,

Schools get repaid 
in price fixing suit 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 and High School Dist. 214 will be 


among 300 Illinois schools and political subdivisions to receive a 
total of $182,121 as their final repayment in a price fixing suit 
against six manufacturers of gypsum wallboard and related prod- 
ucts. Dist. 59 will receive $1,357 and Dist. 214 will receive $1,333 as 
their shares of overpayment refunds. Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
Scott, in announcing the repayments Monday, said the state will 
receive the largest single share — $60,910. The money' is from an 
antitrust suit filed against United States Gypsum, National Gyp- 
sum, Kaiser, Flinkote, Celetex, and Georgia Pacific charging the 
companies with price fixing. With the new payments, Illinois 
recipients will have received $300,000 in overpayment refunds.

A Skokie man, 36, was killed Monday when he was run over by an

Encephalitis 
Epidemic fear 
called pointless 


A Chicago bird expert has criticized 


the Illinois Dept. of Public Health for 
creating "a condition of hysteria" 
over the possible return of St. Louis 
equine encephalitis that killed 10 per- 
sons in the Chicago metropolitan area 
last fall. 


Dr. W. J. Beecher, director of the- 


Chicago Academy of Sciences Mu- 
seum of Ecology, said in a statement 
released Monday that the public 
health service warnings will result in 
costly overspraying with insecticides 
that will have a serious effect on wild- 
life. 


The chances of another encephalitis 


outbreak this summer are small, Bee- 
cher said. 


"No matter which pesticides are 


used to control mosquitos, we are 
once more adding poisons to our envi- 
ronment, the long-range carcinogenic 
effects of which are unknown," Bee- 
cher said. 


"I feel that nothing I can say will 


prevent the spraying. There will be no 
epidemic, but not because of the 
spraying!. Pesticide 
manufacturers 


will be very happy and county govern- 
ments will be very unhappy, along 
with millions of wild things, from 
mayflies to pond frogs and fish." 


LAST SUMMER was unusual, Bee- 


cher said, because temporary ponds 
did not dry up as they normally do in 
August. The standing water provided 
a reservoir for encephalitis carrying 
mosquitos. 


Encephalitis is transmitted by Cu- 


lex pipiens mosquitos which pick up 
the disease from birds. In humans, 
the disease attacks the nervous sys- 


tem and can cause brain damage. 


Beecher said that mosquito spray- 


ing this summer should be concen- 
trated in outlying, less developed sub- 
urbs where birds are more numerous 
and where open cesspools, undrained 
road ditches and dumps may exist. 


PUBLIC HEALTH warnings about 


encephalitis are 
"well-intentioned," 


Beecher said, but they have led to a 
condition of hysteria, particularly 
downs tate. 


Encephalitis is a difficult disease 


for humans to get, Beecher said. An 
infected bird has the virus in its blood 
stream for only 3 to 5 days. During 
that time, the Culex pipiens mosquito 
has to bite the bird and then bite a 
human within its six-week lifetime. 


"With all this going against it, you 


have to wonder how the virus has sur- 
vived at all," he said.

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Fore? predicts another victory in Florida primary 


PRESIDENT FORD 


MIAMI (UPI) - Ronald Reagan at- 


tacked the Ford administration's eco- 
nomic policies Monday as he and a 
field of Democratic candidates criss- 
crossed Florida on the final full day of 
campaigning for Tuesday's presiden- 
tial primary. 


The Democratic contest was seen as 


a three-way battle among Gov. George 
Wallace, Jimmy Carter, and Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson. Wallace was given 
the edge, but his opponents said he 
wouldn't roll up the 41.6 per cent mar- 
gin He received in 1972. 


The only active candidate not par- 


ticipating in the airport-hopping was 
President Ford, who spent the day at 
the White House, predicting victory as 
he made morale-boosting telephone 
calls to his Florida campaign work- 
ers. 


"It's going to be a close ballgame, 


but I think we're going to win," Ford 


told, one campaign worker on the tele- 
phone. "Don't quit in the last quar- 
ter. We're in there to win and we're 
going to win." 


While Ford predicted he will win 


the primary, Reagan said a loss 
wouldn't seriously cripple his cam- 
paign, although, he expected a close 
race. 


Carter backed off last week's pre- 


diction that he would win the Demo- 
cratic primary, Wallace called for a 
naval base at Key West, Pennsylvania 
Gov. Milton Shapp attacked oil meet- 
ings at Panama City, Fla., and Jack- 
son campaigned in the Miami area. 


Election officials predicted more 


than half the state's 3.4 million regis- 
tered voters would cast ballots. The 
National Weather Service forecast 
scattered showers over the state. 


"I'm praying that it will rain snow- 


balls," said L. E. Thomas, Reagan's 
Florida campaign manager. Reagan 
supporters said there was still a large 
undecided vote and felt a small turn- 
out would help the former California 
governor's chances. 


In the last few days Reagan has 


been battling headlines in the Florida 
newspapers proclaiming signs of an 
economic upturn — the kind of recov- 
ery the Ford campaign says is the 
main reason he should be elected to a 
full term as president. 


Reagan said in Miami that Ford has 


buckled under pressure from a Demo- 
cratic Congress and adopted stopgap 
economic pressures which could lead 
to another recession after the 1976 
election. 


Reagan said under intense question- 


ing from reporters in St. Petersburg 
that if it were necessary, he would 


use armed force to protect the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone. 


"The Canal Zone is soverign U.S. 


territory and obviously I believe we 
should protect that territory," Reagan 
said. "Now if anyone is taking that as 
meaning I am in favor of Vietnams 
all over the world, I'm afraid there 
isn't' anything I can do about it. The 
first function of the United States is 
the defense of the United States." 


Carter made stops in Miami, West 


Palm Beach, Jacksonville and Pensa- 
cola before flying to North Carolina, 
which holds its primary in two weeks. 


He said he would come in ahead 


of Jackson, and that he would cut 
down Wallace's 1972 percentage. 


Wallace told a crowd of about 1,500 


at Key West that if he is elected he 
would keep a naval base there "in 
sight of Fidel Castro's Cuba."

strong willed, rebellious, well edu- 
cated, intelligent but not particularly 
intellectually inclined." 


He said there had been conflict at 


schools, particularly with nuns. He 
said she told him she had her first sex 
activity at the age of 15 and that she 
had very independent views of sexual- 
ity and rules in general. 


Fort said he had examined the re- 


port of defense psychiatrists which In- 
cluded an interview with Mrs. Miml 
Swanton, a friend of Miss Hearst and 
her former fiance, Steven Weed. 


He said the report quoted Mrs. 


Swanton as saying of the defendant 
that she would "lie if necessary to get 
herself out of anything." 


Mrs, Swanton gave an example of 


an occasion when Miss Hearst went to 
a teacher to beg off taking an exam- 
ination. She said Miss Hearst told the 
teacher that her mother had cancer 
and wisecracked, "Nobody would 


check out anything like that." 


Fort said the defendant had ex- 


pressed a growing dissatisfaction with 
Weed and was having great doubts 
about marrying him. 


"She found a number of things 


about him distasteful — for. one his 
attraction to material things,, furni- 
ture, antiques. 


"Then she resented bis attitude to- 


ward her as a woman. She was ex- 
pected to cook and cjean up for him 
and to be ready whenever he wanted 
sex but not when she felt like it. At 
times she also found him boring." 


Fort said he believed she began to 


feel an attraction to the SLA within 
two weeks after her kidnaping and 
these intensified as she was given 
more freedom outside the closet. 


On the witness stand, the defendant 


had told of being sexually assaulted in 
the closet by SLA members Willie 
Wolfe and Donald "Cinque" DeF- 
reeze.

Monday. The guerrillas fired at the patrol Sunday night from a 
group of ruined buildings in the Tel El-Sak area, 200 yards inside 
Syrian territory. Israeli troops responded with light arms fire, mili- 
tary sources said. There were no Israeli casualties. 


In Beirut, meantime, a military garrison mutinied and said it 


was going over to the rebel "Lebanese Arab Army." The cabinet 
met in emergency session to deal with the widening rift between 
Moslem and Christian troops. "New winds of revolution are blowing 
over Lebanon," the leader of Lebanon's Socialist Party, Kamal 
Jumblatt said. 


British pound plummets to all-time low 


The British pound, once the world's most mightiest currency, plum- 
meted to all-time lows Monday, hitting $1.92 before the Bank of 
England came to its rescue. Dealers who saw sterling slip below 
the $2 mark for the first time last week had expected new losses 
but not of such magnitude. Some speculated the currency would be 
worth only $1.80 by Friday. 


The rates were good news for tourists, who will find their dollars, 


marks and francs buying more pounds. But it was bad news for 
British consumers of imported goods. They'll have to pay more. 


Armored car driver surrenders in London 


A 25-year-old Connecticut armored car driver broke down and 


confessed on arrival at London's Heathrow airport Monday that he 
had nearly $300,000 in stolen banknotes in his suitcase. He said his 
job guarding money had become just too much of a temptation. 
Noel Theodore Richard arrived on a flight from New York with a 
one-way ticket and a brown carryall. When London immigration 
officials asked whether he would be able to afford the flight home 
and if he had enough money to stay in London, Richard broke down 
and revealed $287,580 stuffed into his bag.

Patman praised by colleagues 


The late Rep. Wright Patman, D-Tex., was praised by his col- 


leagues in the House Monday for his "nerves of steel" in fighting 
for the little man through nearly a half-century in Congress. The 82- 
year-old Patman, dean of the House with his 47 years of service, 
died Sunday at the suburban Bethesda Naval Hospital of pneu- 
monia. The House canceled all scheduled business Monday out of 
respect to Patman and will not meet Wednesday so that members 
can attend funeral services in Texarkana, Tex. 


Judge mulls suit to ban Concorde 


A federal judge in Washington Monday took under advisement a 


suit to ban landings of the supersonic Concorde at Kennedy and 
Dulles international airports until the government sets noise level 
standards. Expressing concern over whether his court has jurisdic- 
tion, Judge Barrington Parker said he will decide this week wheth- 
er to issue an injunction. The suit was filed by Fairfax and Loudoun 
counties, both adjacent to Dulles in Northern Virginia. They were 
joined later by Nassau County, adjacent to the JFK airport in New 
York City.

Congregation 
can't drink 
poison: court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Su- 


preme Court Monday rejected claims 
by a rural Tennessee church that the 
First Amendment allows the congre- 
gation to drink poison and handle dan- 
gerous sakes to test the good will of 
God. 


The justices unanimously turned 


down an appeal by the Holiness 
Church of God in Jesus Name. The 
church was contesting a Tennessee 
Supreme Court decision which barred 
the poison practices after two mem- 
bers of the congregation drank strych- 
nine and died. 
, 


The church pastor, Listen Pack, 


and a member of the congregation, 
Alfred Ball, were fined and ordered 
jailed for violating court orders and 
. permitting the poison-drinking and 
snake-handling. 


Tennessee's highest court affirmed 


the sentences and said the state's 
need to protect the health of its citi- 
zens outweighed the rights of church 
members to worship in a dangerous 
fashion. 


Pack was not available for com- 


ment on the ruling, but his wife said, 
"We'll continue to handle snakes ac- 
cording to our faith." 


FBI sought to curb 'black messiah' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The FBI 


secretly sought to prevent the emer- 
gence of a "black messiah" — such 
as Dr. Martin Luther King — and for 
several decades operated far beyond 
intelligence-gathering authority, ac- 
cording to documents released Mon- 
day. 


The documents released by the Sen- 


ate Select Committee on Intelligence 
said the FBI operated "to expose, dis- 
rupt, misdirect, discredit and other- 
wise neutralize" extreme leftists, the 
Ku Klux Klan and others. 


FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover over 


the years either circumvented orders 
by Justice Department officials to 
curb these covert political activities 
or kept the department ill informed of 
what he was doing, the documents 
said. , 


The documents showed President 


Lyndon B. Johnson used the FBI to 
check up on the staff of his 1964 Re- 
publican presidential challenger Sen. 
Barry Goldwater, and to report on 
likely demonstrations at the Demo-, 
cratic National Convention in Atlantic 
City in 1964. 


The documents gave new 'details of 


FBI infiltration of domestic groups 
not previously disclosed. 


They showed the FBI sought to dis- 


rupt a wide array of political group- 
ings including the U.S. Communist 
party, the Socialist Workers party, 
"New Left" groups like Students for a 
Democratic Society and black nation- 
alist groups. 


The FBI also took an active interest 


in the Women's Liberation Movement 
and some of its subgroupings like the 
Women's International Terrorist Con- 
spiracy from Hell (WITCHES), the 
Red Stockings and the Molly Mac- 
Guires. 


One memo sent by Hoover to the 


FBI in the late 1960s explicitly stated 


the 
FBI's 
Coordinated Counter- 


intelligence Program was aimed at 
preventing a coalition of black nation- 
alist groups. 


It added another COINTELPRO 


goal was: "To prevent the rise of a 
'Messiah' who could unify, and elec- 
trify, the militant black nationalist 
movement. 


"(name deleted) might have been 


such a 'messiah'; he is the martyr of 


the movement today," said the memo, 
apparently alluding to King who was 
assassinated in April 1968.. 


The documents showed: 
• Hoover ignored a July, 1943 order 


by Attorney General Francis Biddle 
and continued to compile a list of 
aliens and citizens who might endan- 
ger the country in time of war. 


• In 1952, the FBI won Justice De- 


partment permission to maintain its 


own plan for arresting subversives in 
wartime because Congress's Internal 
Security act of 1950 was too liberal. 


• In 1960, the FBI did not tell the 


Justice Department it was compiling 
a special list of educators, labor lead- 
ers, writers, entertainers, lawyers, 
doctors and others with alleged "sub- 
versive associations and ideology" 
who might be dangerous in time of 
national emergency.

modated. 


BECAUSE FACILITIES for the 


physically handicapped are few, 
far away and expensive, parents 
of handicapped children are try- 
ing to make long-range local pro- 
visions for their children. 


"We partly got together through 


schools like Kirk Center and 
through a mothers' group for 
United Cerebral Palsy," Mrs. 
Morgen said. 


"It's unrealistic to think we can 


keep our children with us for- 
ever." she said, noting that after 
the children leave Kirk Center at 
age 21 they will still need many 
kinds of therapy that parents 
alone cannot provide. She said it 
would also be unfair to keep a 
physically handicapped 
person 


"isolated in your house. They 
want to have Mends and activi- 
ties of their own." 


"We're not looking for some- 


place just to put our kids. We 
want them to have a life and be- 
come a protected member of 
society," Mrs. Morgen said. 


MRS. MORGEN said the associ- 


ation would like to include a limit- 
ed workshop in the planned facil- 
ity to allow residents to be as pro- 
ductive as they can. But because 
of the severe nature of the handi- 
cap they will be dealing with, 
Mrs. Morgen said very few of the 
residents would be able to partici- 
pate. 


The physical disability would be 


the deciding factor in whether a 
person would be accepted to live 
at the residence, Mrs. Morgen 
said, but residents with diseases 
such as cerebral palsy might be 
physically as well as mentally dis- 
abled; others might be only physi- 
cally handicapped due to an in- 
jury. 


The facility would be a commu- 


nity to foster the physical, emo- 
tional, social, cultural and in- 
tellectual growth and development 
of physically handicapped through 
group activities and individual 
treatment, Mrs. Morgen said. 


"I've already had calls from 


people who are looking for places 
to put their physically handi- 
capped children now," Mrs. Mor- 
gen said. "Their kids are 22 or 30 
years old, and they didn't think 
about doing anything themselves 
until it was too late. 


"WE WANT someplace for our 


kids to go that is right here in the 
Northwest suburbs so that we can 
see them on weekends," she said. 
"The only alternative now is to 
ship them off to another state 
where you can hardly ever see 
them." 


The kind of constant care these 


physically 
handicapped 
adults 


need is expensive, Mrs. Morgen 
said. Help in feeding and dressing 
as well as speech, physical and 
occupational 
therapy 
involves 


aides, nurses, therapists and psy- 
chologists. 


"We're talking about a fantastic 


amount of money not only to 
maintain it but just to get it 
built," Mrs. Morgen said. "Our 
goal is probably about 12 years 
away." 


But one of the association's first 


activities, a dinner-dance in Octo- 
ber, netted more than $7,000, and 
the 45-member group is busily 
planning more events, Including a 
thrift shop which they hope to 
open in the summer. 


"WE'RE LOOKING for people 


who want to help us," Mrs. Mor- 
gen said. "They don't have to 
have a handicapped child — we 
have people who are just working 
for a good cause." 


The association meets the third 


Friday of every month at 8 p.m. 
at Kirk Center for the handi- 
capped, 520 S. Plum Grove Rd., 
Palatine. 


"We don't want the parents to 


have to pay the total burden, 
though they would still have to 
pay a percentage of the coat," 
Mrs. 
Morgen said. "If it costs 


$3,000 to 94,000 today to keep a 
child in a facility, it will cost 
$10,000 by the time our kids are 
18. Who can afford that?"

Sen. Stevenson backs 
Howlett for governor

He stressed 
that neither Howlett nor Walker has 
sought his support. He added that his 
endorsement of Howlett is not an en- 
dorsement of the candidates who have 
been slated by the regular Democrat- 
ic organization.

Acute crisis inevitable: Willroth 
Village to weigh water shortage 


The imminent water shortage in the 


Northwest suburbs will be discussed 
tonight at a special meeting of the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Board. 


"It is inevitable. At the pace we're 


going, we're going to deplete our wa- 
ter supply," said Gene Willroth, Ar- 
lington Heights public works director. 
"There are some educated guesses 
that say the water supply will last 
only five years; others say it will last 
20 years." 


"We shouldn't be in any panic situ- 


ation. We've got storage that can car- 
ry us over a four or five day period. 
This is an area-wide thing. That's 
where the panic is," Willroth said. 


WILLROTH WILL speak tonight on 


the current water situation after Vil- 
lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson gives a pre- 
sentation on the water system report 
compiled by the administration last 
November. 


The meeting will begin at 8 p.m. at 


the municipal building, 33 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd. 


Tonight is the first time the village 


board has met to discuss the water 
system report, which says the only 
feasible solution to the water problem 
is to draw water from Lake Michigan. 


"Planners can no longer safely as- 


sume that the water crisis looms in 
the distant future." An acute water 
shortage may become a reality before 
an" alternate source can be devel- 
oped," the report says. 


'ARLINGTON1 HEIGHTS 
is 
now 


served by 13 wells drilled to a depth 
of 
between 1,350 and 1,800 feet. 


Pumps in the wells have been lowered 
to the deepest practical depth, accord- 
ing to the report. 


Three possible methods of obtaining 


Lake Michigan water are mentioned 
in the report, The village could share 
in 
an 
independent supply 
taken 


directly from the lake, or purchase 
treated lake water from Chicago or 
from a North Shore suburb. 


"Lake Michigan is the one prime 


source that is available. It's certainly 
the closest and it also looks to be the 
most economical," Willroth said. 


"It will probably cost at least three 


times as much as well water," he 
said. "That cost, of course, will have 
to be passed on to the consumers." 


THE VILLAGE HAS worked unsuc- 


cessfully for 19 years to get Lake 
Michigan water through the Des 
Plaines, Arlington Heights, Mount 


Prospect, Palatine Water Commission 
(DAMP). 


Now Arlington Heights has joined 


seven 
other 
suburbs 
in 
forming 


SHARE + 3 in a renewed effort to 
work out an arrangement with Chi- 
cago. It is only four months old and 
has not formally approached Chicago 
with a water proposal for the North- 
west suburbs. 


One of the seven recommendations in 


the water system report is that state 
legislators big asked to introduce legis- 
lation to create a regional water au- 
thority for the purpose of regulating 
water resources. 


Other recommendations in the re- 


port are: 


• 
Implement conservation mea- 


sures, including the strict enforce- 
ment of lawn sprinkling regulations. 


• Prepare a water rate structure 


which assures equity of charges and 
provides tor extra charges for excess 
use. 


• Instruct the village attorney to 


file an injunction to prohibit sales of 
water by the City of Chicago to any 
new customers beyond their city lim- 
its until that customer has received

formed. 


• Continue participation in SHARE 


4- 3 for the purpose of determining 
the best contract that can be obtained 
from Chicago.

participate in the joint use of Lake 
Michigan water. 


• Request the Illinois Dept. of

Village finance Director Kenneth 


Bonder agrees the village's water rate 
structure should be changed. He also 
said he will recommend a rate in-

Historic farm, 
court facilities 
before parks 


Plans for two new developments 


will be reviewed by the Arlington 
Heights Park District Board of Com- 
missioners tonight. 


The board will decide whether to 


begin construction of the proposed 
post-Civil War era farm as outlined 
by Preservation Urban Design Inc., 
Ann Arbor, Mich. The project, at 
Council Trail and Belmont Avenue, 
would be a working farm and a "win- 
dow to the past" for modern subur- 
banites. 


Possible methods of financing the 


farm will be considered by the park 
board at the meeting, 7:30 p.m. in the 
board room at Olympic Park, 660 N. 
Ridge Ave. 


Although a museum tax of 5 cents 


per $1,000 assessed valuation has been 
levied, Thomas Thornton, park dis- 
trict director, said a loan, secured by 
the tax levy, could be used to speed 
development of the project. 


TO DATE, MUSEUM tax funds 


have been spent to plant screening 
shrubs around the site. A representa- 
tive of Preservation/Urban 
Design 


said the authentic buildings would 
cost between $217,000 and $276,000 if 
built this year. 


Plans for the addition of eight rac- 


quetball and handball courts to the 
Forest View Tennis Club, prepared by 
architect Forrest Wendt, also will be 
reviewed by the board. 


The addition, estimated to cost 


$450,000, would share some of the 
same facilities as the tennis club, but 
would not be part of it. 


The project 
is to be financed 


through a 10-year note carrying about 
a 7 per cent interest rate and having 
tax-exempt status. 


Thomas Flatland, of Wauterlek and 


Brown financial consultants, told the 
park board earlier the contract pur- 
chase'"is the only viable financing 
method you have." 


THE ANSWER didn't please the 


Lantz'. They were told, Mrs. Lantz 
said, to pay the bill as submitted or 
the trash doesn't get hauled.

up and he had truck records to back 
his assertion. Mrs. Lantz said it 
wasn't because she had watched and 
her neighbors could vouch for her. 


Bruder offered to bring in the driv- 


er, truck and all, plus the office 
workers to find out who said what to 
whom and to learn what, if anything, 
was picked up where. 


Mack asked Bruder to concede the 


point and further amend the bill. Bru- 
der refused, saying he would have to 
talk to his employes first. 


A TIME-OUT was called 
until 


Wednesday morning to allow Bruder 
to check things on his side while Mrs. 
Lantz shook her head and said, "I 
don't understand this." 


She then looked at the disputed bill, 


amounting to $5.84, and said, "It's 
getting to the point where you want to 
laugh." 


Then she noticed the due date had 


passed. Late charges of 29 cents were 
due. 
'

lie works, said the cost is greater to 
Arlington Heights because the trees 
are not pruned as often. He said 98 
per cent of the village trees were 
trimmed following the blizzard of 
1967, but less than half have been 
trimmed since then. 


"Planting trees and then not caring 


for them is like hiring a fireman and 
then not spending the money to get 
htm a helmet or a truck to fight 
fires," Mrs. Zimmanck said. 


She said regular trimming is neces- 


sary for safety and disease control as 
well as for esthetics. She said proper- 
ly-maintained trees are stronger, 
more disease-resistant and less likely 
to be damaged in storms. 


Trees with a diameter of more than 


12 inches are maintained by private 
contractors, and Mrs. Zimmanck said 
2,200 of them should be pruned an- 
nually, based on: a five-year cycle. 


SHE SAID THE number trimmed 


last year was only 247, and be- 
tween 500 and 600 trees were trimmed 
the past two years. 


Trees smaller than that are cared 


for by village personnel. She said the 
five-year cycle calls for 4,500 trees to 
be trimmed annually, but the number 
trimmed last year was less than half 
that. 


Willroth's request for $125,000 for 


tree trimming in the proposed 1976-77 
budget was cut back to $60,000. 


He said while the village is now 


planting 
more green ash trees, 


"We're trying not to get married to 
one tree like we have with the elm in 
the past." 


With a single species of tree, care 


and maintenance expenses can sky- 
rocket if the tree is struck by a dis- 
ease, such as the Dutch elm disease. 


Mrs. Zimmanck said, "Our trees 


are valuable assets and we can no 
longer afford to ignore them. In the 
past three yeas we have spent $44,867 
for the planting of new trees. In all 
good conscience, I cannot recommend 
more extensive plantings unless we 
similarly provide the means to follow 
through with adequate high standards 
to insure their fullest potential."

Where do I obtain this information? 


From a Council of Foreign Relations 
publication called Foreign Affairs. Is 
this just another crack-pot think tank? 

The chairman of the board of 
the organization is David Rockefeller. 


Recently when Sen. Birch Bayh and 


Ms committee were scrutinizing Nel- 
son Rockefeller for the vice presiden- 
cy, I wrote a telegram and a letter 
urging the senator to make some in- 
quiries about Nelson Rockefeller's 
support of the Council of Foreign Re- 
lations.

the January 1976 issues of American 
Opinion I read: 


"The Rockefellers know that the 


roads to world government can be as 


varied as human hopes, fears, ambi- 
tions, ignorance and greed. And since 
the Rockefellers never put all of their 
financial or political eggs into one 
basket . . . they are involved in pro- 
moting every conceivable route to a 
world superstate ... A complete list- 
ing of all organizations, movements, 
publications and programs supporting 
world government, which in turn are 
managed behind the scenes by the 
Rockefeller CFR (Council of Foreign 
Relations) axis, would fill a book the 
size of the Los Angeles area telephone 
directory." 


Normally one would say, "Well, 


what can we do about it?" Well, this 
is an election year, and if you have 
any love for this country at all, you 
should do whatever you can to rid our 
government of anyone who approves 
of what Henry Kissinger is doing to 
bring about world government, and 
this of course includes President 
Ford. There is still plenty of time to 
find out which of the other presiden- 
tial aspirants would approve of a 
world government or any form of a 
new world order.

South would have been minus 200, for 
down two, but East-West would have 
made their heart game, if allowed to 
play it.

'Don 9t Just Lie There...' 
not family entertainment

One cannot accuse The Guild Play- 


ers of being timid in their current 
choice of a play. "Don't Just Lie 
There, Say Something" is hardly fam- 
ily entertainment. 


A comedy in the not-so-subtle man- 


ner of the English when treating the 
subject of sex, this two-act farce may 
well have had its inspiration in the 
scandalous escapades of a one-time 
minister in the British government. 
But any resemblance to real life ends 
there. The play itself is a fantasy of 
errors that relies on split-second tim- 
ing of entrances and exits into a 
closet, up a stairway, through an'open 
window or under a bed. 


Action takes place in the "love 


nest" — a townhouse — of an 
amorous member of Parliament, cur- 
rently a minister in the government. 
The characters in this romp include, 
besides the amorous M.P., a dodder- 
ing M P. intent on exposing the min- 
ister, a naive young protege of the 
philandering minister and a skeptical 
inspector from Scotland Yard plus as- 
sorted birds (females) who flock to 
the love nest. 


THE YOUNG M.P. is kidnaped, 


doped and enticed into behavior that 
will embarrass the minister in an ef- 
fort to force him to give up proposed 
legislation. The police trace the young 
man to the minister's townhouse, not 
realizing'who it is they seek. Most of 
the shenanigans involve keeping the 
inspector from finding out — and 
from discovering the various females 
on the premises. 


Roger DuBois plays Barry Ovis, the 


plumber's son who still can't believe 
he has risen to the heights of Parlia-

ment. DuBois give Barry just the 
right touch of innocence. 


Bernie Kerrigan does an excellent 


job as the philandering Sir William 
Mainwaring Brown, out he could im- 
prove the performance by slowing 
down his delivery a bit, particularly 
in his telephone conversations. 


STEVE HELLER is hilarious as the 


forgetful snooping Rt. Hon. Wilfred 
Potts, who can't remember just what 
brought him to the minister's house. 
And Dick Kelly comes across most 
convincingly as Inspector Ruff, who 
must make some sense out of all the 
confusion. 


Unfortunately, playwright Michael 


Pertwee didn't do as well by the fe- 
males in his play. They tend to be 
stereotyped roles with few punchy 
lines. 


Sandy Reiman portrays Barry Ovis' 


fiancee, Jean, a rather lacklustre indi- 


vidual who can't quite believe what's 
happening. As the scheming Gisele 
Parkyn, who uses her feminine wiles 
to wheedle business for her father 
from the minister, Iris Tompkins 
could be sexier. 


Tina Vidmar appears as the young 


agitator responsible for Barry's fall 
from grace. She spends most of her 
time under the bed. Ms. Vidmar, too, 
tends to rush her lines when talking 
on the telephone. 


PEGGY ANN Deichstetter plays the 


buxom Wendy, one of Mainwaring 
Brown's birds, who complicates mat- 
ters with an unexpected appearance 
at his townhouse. 


The comedy tends to become a mite 


tedious with its ins and outs, ups and 
downs and all the other running 
around in the second act, but the 
overall action inspired plenty of 
laughter from the opening night au- 
dience — though I suspect they got 
something more risque than they bar- 
gained lor, judging from remarks I 
overheard. 


"Don't Just Lie There, Say Some- 


thing" will be playing again Friday 
and Saturday at Vogetei Barn, Golf 
and Higgins Roads, Hoffman Estates.

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Helen Hewlett alters that 'homebody' image 


THOUGH A SEASONED trouper in the political 
realm, Helen Hewlett calls the present campaign 
a "very nasty" because of conflict of interest charges 


that have been made against her husbjnd, Mike, 
charges she labels, "hogwash."

Helen Hewlett says that as a politician's wife, 


she'd rather be like Bess Truman than like Betty 
Ford. 


Mrs. Truman, she says, "was a real mother and 


stayed home /With the family. That's the way I was 
raised." 


But the wife of the secretary of state who is run- 


ning for governor knows there is more to Bess Tru- 
man than the traditional "homebody image." Her 
eyes twinkle merrily when reminded that President 
Truman called his wife the "boss" and took her ad- 
vice on major policy issues. 


"I hope I can do the same kinds of things," -she 


says with a hint of mischievousness in her voice. 


At first glance, Mrs. Howlett looks like the arch- 


typical Irish matron with reddish hair and a demea- 
nor which still has hints of Irish lass about her. 


A few minutes conversation confirms the physical 


impression and adds another. She is a seasoned po- 
litical trouper, schooled in the ways of Illinois poli- 
tics and harboring few illusions about the life. 


Her father was committeeman of Chicago's fourth 


ward for years and was an investigator for the Cook 
County State's Attorney's office during the famed 
Leopold-Loeb murder case. He also served as a pres- 
ident of the Chicago Civil Service Commission and 
city sealer. 


"I ALWAYS SAID I'd never marry a politician, 


not because it was crooked, but because I'd watch 
my dad when he'd come home for dinner with the 
family and there would always be somebody at the 
door to talk to him. His time wasn't his own," she 
says. 


Despite the pledge, she married Mike Howlett, a 


young man who had known her father for years. 
Both she and her husband tell the story of their 
meeting with the aplomb of people who have refined 
a story through hundreds of tellings. 


"I met Mike in the state's attorney's office where I 


was working," she says. "He was a good friend of 
the family and when he came in he came to see 
Marshall Korshak (later state revenue director and 
city collector) and I said, 'You must be Mike Howl- 
ett — I'm Helen Geary.' He said, 'Where have you 
been? I've never met you before.' " 


Mrs. Howlett does not hide the fact she wishes her 


husband was running for reelection as secretary of 
state, instead of running for governor. "He doesn't 
take my advice very well. The only thing he ever 


consulted me on was whether to run for governor — 
and he didn't listen," she says 


THE CAMPAIGN against Gov. Daniel Walker has 


been marked by recurring charges that Howlett has 
been involved in conflicts of interest because of a 
$15,000 a year consulting job with Sun Steel Co a job 
he resigned after denying any wrongdoing. 


The charges, Mrs. Howlett says, are "hogwash" 


and the campaign "is a very nasty campaign. I can 
never remember a campaign like this." 


Shortly after the initial Sun Steel disclosures, the 


police were called to investigate the possibility two 
men who had tried to pick up the Howlett family 
laundry near their Chicago home had been intent on 
breaking into the Howlett home. 


Mrs. Howlett traces what she calls that "scare" to 


the Sun Steel disclosure and the fact Walker and 
other opposing candidates emphasized the $15,OOQ a 
year amounted to "a quarter of a million dollars" in 
15 years.

"They say 'quarter of a million dollars' like we got 


that once a month," she says " What it comes down 
to is $1,000 a month and that doesn't go far when 
you have children in school." 


EVEN THOUGH Mrs. Hewlett's voice is tinged 


with Irish temper when she talks about the charges, 
she says, "You can't get angry about it because 
when you get angry, you pull yourself down to their 
level. It's all childish as far as I'm concerned." 


She says she is sure the "best man" will win the 


March 16 primary and "I know it's going to be Howl- 
ett I'd put Mike Hewlett up against anyone " 


But if he should lose, she reminds her listener, it 


won't be a new experience Hewlett was defeated in 
two tries for office in the 1950s before he finally won 
an election to state auditor in 1960. 


"It isn't easy to lose, but it's happened before and 


it won't bother us," she says. "I once told Mike that 
if you're going to go into politics, you have to learn 
to take the knocks as well as the glory."

Parents warned 
about pacifier 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of the Il- 


linois Department of Public Health, 
today- warned residents of Illinois 
against the use of baby pacifiers 
called Chupetes. 


A Chupetes pacifier caused the 


death of a 5-month-old New York boy 
when the plastic shield was caught in 
his mouth and he was asphyxiated. 


"Although Chupetes, which are im- 


ported from Spain, are distributed in 
the United States on the East Coast 
and in Florida," Dr. Lashof said, "it 
is possible that persons in Illinois may 
have them in their homes." 


The Chupetes pacifier, which costs 


about 45 cents, is two inches long with 
a one-inch soft nipple. The plastic 
shield Is an inch and a half inches in 
diameter, small enough to enter a 
baby's mouth. 


A Chupetes pacifier has on the 


handle either an animal head, a flow- 
er, a baby wearing a cowboy hat or a 
baby wearing a sailor hat. 


Anyone who may possess a Chu- 


petes pacifier should take it away 
from the child immediately, Dr. Lash- 
of said. "If the product was pur- 
chased in Illinois," Dr. Lashof ad- 
vised, "contact the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health, Office of Con- 
sumer Health Protection, 535 W. Jef- 
erson, Springfield."

Consumer appointments expected this week 


The Senate Committee on Com- 


merce this week Is scheduled to act 
on two consumer appointments in the 
Ford Administration. 


Hearings will be held Wednesday on 


the nomination of Calvin Collier, son 
of former Illinois Congressman Har- 
old Collier of Berwyn, to head the 
Federal Trade Commission. 


The committee is also expected to 


deckle on the nomination of S. John 
Byington to head the Consumer Prod- 
ucts Safety Commission. Byington is 
from Grand Rapids, Mich., President 
Ford's hometown. 


Sen. Adlai Stevenson, D-I11., is a 


member of the Commerce Committee, 
which is chaired by Warren Magnu- 
son, D. Wash. 


Collier, 34, is currently associate di- 


rector for economics and government 
in the Office of Management and 
Budget, which is directed by James 
T. Lynn. Collier was Lynn's special 
assistant when the latter was under- 
secrttary of commerce in 1972. 


For two years between his assign- 


ments in Commerce and OMB, Collier 
was general counsel to the FTC, > 


His nomination is not expected to be 


opposed by consumer advocates, ac- 
cording to Andy Feinstein of Congress 
Watch, a Ralph Nader organization. 
Feinstein said Collier has exhibited 
"fair concern and accessibility" with 
regard to consumer interests. 


Congress Watch worked with Collier 


in developing parts of the Magnuson- 
Moss FTC Improvement Act, which 
allowed consumer organizations to 
participate in FTC proceedings by 
granting them legal fees, Feinstein 
said. 


However, Congress Watch has ac- 


tively opposed the Byington nomi- 


nation, charging the Ford associate 
with a "lack of consumer con- 
sciousness." 


Byington was formerly deputy di- 


rector in the Office of Field Oper- 
ations of the Commerce 
Depart- 


ment, a post involving the promotion 
of exports. He most recently has been 
on the staff of Virginia Knauer, the 
President's special assistant for con- 
sumer affairs. 


The former director of the CPSC, 


Richard 0. Stnttson, resigned in pro- 
test against lack of support from 
Ford.

Recurrent hives 


difficult to treat 


Will you please tell me something to do for hives? My doctor 


can't find the cause so the only thing he gave me was tranquilizcrs 
to take so I can sleep when they get real bad. Even the tranquil- 
izers do not help sometimes. One night last week I was a solid mass 
of hives over most of my body and couldn't sleep till after 2 a.m. 
They come and go so I had no more till last night when I had a few 
and more this morning. Is there a cure for them when the cause Is 
not known? It seems after I have had a real bad attack they don't 
return for about a week. 1 have had them off and on for a month 
now. Please help me if you can. 


Recurrent, chronic type hives are difficult to treat, particularly if 


the cause can't be established. 


Hives are an allergic reaction. The red, swollen area is caused by 


release of chemicals within the body that act on the tiny capillaries 
and let fluid leak out of the circulation and produce irritations. 


Perhaps the most common cause of hives is food allergy. Finding 


out which foods cause the allergy is another matter. One can also 
have hives from things inhaled or from contact with things one is 
allergic to, such as animal dander or as a generalized response to 
bites from various insects. Hives also occur as part of the picture 
in certain infections such as virus diseases or in response to in- 
testinal parasites. I hasten to add that I doubt that's your problem. 


The allergic-type hive response can occur as a peculiar sensi- 


tivity to cold, heat or sun rays. They also develop as a result of 
certain drugs. 


Since you have been having recurring hives fairly regularly for a 


month, I would think that you fall into the group of chronic hives. 


THE USUAL treatment for hives is to give antihistamines be- 


cause they reduce the allergic response. They will also make you 
sleepy. In more severe cases that don't respond to antihistamines, 
four days or more of Predmsone, one of the cortisone hormones, is 
used. 


It may be necessary to put you on what doctors call an elimina- 


tion diet which literally will remove all food that might possibly be 
inducing an allergic response and then gradually adding foods by 
groups. All spices, of course, are eliminated as well. The elimina- 
tion diet technique may never tell you exactly which foods you were 
allergic to, but it might stop your problem. Of course, if you do 
identify which foods you are allergic to, that may enable you to 
avoid these entirely and thereby avoid hives. In the event that you 
inadvertently consume any of these, taking one of the antihista- 
mines immediately may help avoid developing hives. 


If you should be having hives because of exposure to cold, the 


only possible solution is to avoid it.

Insecticide repels bugs 


better than newsprint 


Dear Dorothy: I've heard one can lay newspapers between wool 


garments to keep moths away. If so, how often must the paper be 
changed? It would certainly be less expensive than the commercial 
products. —Mrs. Robert Rankin 


Sure would. But, much as I'm attached to newsprint, it's risky. 


Thought John C. Pallister, the entomologist at the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History, would know. He says it was a method 
used long ago — before modern insecticides. He said it's possible 
moths might be repelled by the newsprint odor, but said he'd hate 
to take a chance — that the insect world keeps adjusting to each 
method devised to control them. Better go the commercial product 
route. 


Dear Dorothy: I've got cupcake trouble, I've been making them, 


frosting and storing in a cookie tin with a tightfitting lid. By next 
day, the paper liners are coming off the cakes. What might be 
going wrong? —Mrs. Phyllis Wewetzer 


It sounds like too much humidity. One possibility is that you 


might not be cooling the cupcakes completely before putting them 
away. For another, it might be worth storing in a container covered 
with the clear plastic that sticks to itself. That will keep them fresh 
and still keep out most, if not all, the moisture. 


Dear Dorothy: How can surface scratches be removed from a 


laminated-plastic counter top? Something was pulled across the 
table top. —Mrs. Paul C. Avery 


No guarantee with this. Try rubbing it with the popular white 


detergent wax used for cleaning kitchen appliances. I have the idea 
some of the wax might fill in the scratches.

WASHINGTON -On the Fourth of 


July, when the Smithsonian's new Air 
and Space Museum opens to the pub- 
lic, it will be a day of liberation for 
America's 1.7 million blind persons 
and millions more who are handi- 
capped. 


At last, a museum has been built 


from the ground up with them in 
mind. 


The Apollo 11 capsule which carried 


men to the moon will be set on its side 
so people in wheelchairs can look into 
it. 


The blind will learn the history of 


man's ascent into the air by Mowing 
the story in raised-lined pictures, 
sheets of paper bearing three-dimen- 
sional images which can be read 
with the fingertips. 


The museum's brochure will be on 


tape Cassettes and on raised-line book- 
lets. There will be 24 cassettes, one 
for each gallery, with which the blind 
can guide themselves with verbal in- 
structions and commentary from ex- 
hibit to exhibit. 


DEAF PERSONS will receive writ- 


ten scripts of movies, puppet Shows 
and audio-visual displays. These will 
have photographic annotations in the 
margins, so if a deaf person comes in 
late, he'll be able to catch up with the 
show by matching pictures in his 
booklet with those on the screen. 


Persons with upper spinal injuries 


cannot move their heads to look up to 
see Lindbergh's "Spirit of St. Louis" 
and other aircraft hanging above their 
heads. So convex and concave mir- 
rors, adapted to hook onto wheel- 
chairs, have been devised. 


Wheelchairs won't slip on the mu- 


seum's carpet. There are no stair- 
cases, only ramps. The cafeteria" 
counter is low enough for persons in 
wheelchairs to carry their own trays. 
Braille markings in the elevators en- 
able the blind to know what button to 
push. 


The book shop will sell taped and 


braille books on aerospace. Volunteer 
and professional guides will speak in 
sign language and will be "sensitized" 
to the needs,, of the handicapped 
through training. 
^ 


S E A T I N G WILL BE adequate 


enough to enable elderly visitors to 
pace themselves. 


All this is the work of Harold Sni- 


der, 28, a portly, independent, good- 


natured and militant blind man. 


He says his goal was this: "A mu- 


seum where a handicapped person 
will be able to enjoy himself just the 
same as anybody else, but in different 
ways. You can't look at the space- 
craft, so you touch it, or you hold a 
model of it or a raised-line picture of 
it. You can't see an airplane, so you 
hear its engine roar." 


When the world watched television 


to see men walk on the moon, the 
blind could not. So Snider thought of 
having a moonrock embedded in plas- 
tic so the blind could touch a piece of 
the moon. 


HE BROUGHT HIS ideas to Mi- 


chael Collins, the former astronaut 
who is director of the museum. He 
says Collins agreed at once, saying, 
"We don't want to leave anyone out." 


Snider, the first blind person ever 


hired by the Smithsonian, says he is 
trying to "sensitize" the institution's 
staff to the prejudice, discomfort and 
fear the handicapped often encounter. 


He's fought it for a lifetime. His fa- 


ther, a dentist in Jacksonville, Fla., 
who is sighted, had to sue the Duval 
county school system to enable his 
son to attend ordinary schools. 


Snider was graduated from George- 


town University's School of Foreign 
Service in 1969, received a master's 
degree from King's College in London, 
then worked on his Ph.D. in British 
history from Oxford's New College. 


HE MET A BLIND British girl and 


married her. They have two children, 
David, 5, and Ellen, 2, both of whom 
have normal vision. 


Snider says he fought for a year and 


a half to take the foreign service ex- 
amination, but couldn't break the 
State Department's prejudices. Then

Some observers said the blue-chip av- 
erage may be about to challenge the 
1,000 level as it did nearly two weeks 
ago.

A home 
for disabled 
—over the 
rainbow? 


by PAM BIGFORD 


Billy is a physically handi- 


capped 9-year-old. 


He is confined to a wheelchair. 


His family feeds him, dresses him 
and helps him in whatever he 
does, wherever he goes. 


Billy will attend Kirk Center for 


the handicapped in Palatine until 
he is 21 years old. There he re- 
ceives a normal education as well 
as 
physical 
and occupational 


therapy. 


HIS SHORT-RANGE future is 


certain. But it is the long range 
that worries his parents. 
After 


Billy becomes 21, they still want 
him to receive therapy for his 
handicap and enjoy life. 


Keeping Billy at home for the 


rest of his life is one of two op- 
tions for his family. The other is 
to send Billy to a residential facil- 
ity in another state because near- 
by facilities that serve persons 
with handicaps as severe as Bil- 
ly's are only a dream. 


There are other persons besides 


Billy's parents in the Northwest 
suburbs who are faced with the 
same dilemma about their physi- 
cally handicapped children. Last 
spring some of them got together 
and decided to try to solve their 
own problem. 


They formed a group called 


Over the Rainbow Assn., and their 
goal is to build a residential facil- 
ity in the Northwest suburbs for 
young adults who have severe 
physical handicaps requiring con- 
stant care. 


"THERE ARE schools for chil- 


dren who have physical as well as 
other handicaps, but after they 
are 18 years old, there are very 
few places that can provide the 
amount of care that they need," 
said Rosalyn Morgen, a member 
of the group. 


Mrs. Morgen said the residen- 


tial facilities in this area for hand- 
icapped adults do not provide the 
extensive care that involves help 
with functions as basic as eating, 
dressing 
and 
toileting. 
These 


adults may or may not be able to 
even move their own wheelchairs 
or get up out of bed. 


The Meadows in Rolling Mead- 


ows is a residential facility for the 
handicapped, but Director Byrn 
Witt said residents there are pri- 
marily mentally retarded. Those 
who do have physical handicaps 
can function for the most part by 
themselves, he said. 


Clearbrook Center also has a 


very limited residential facility in 
Arlington Heights, but residents 
there are mentally retarded and 
either work in the community or 
in Clearbrook's sheltered work- 
shop. Persons who need extensive 
physical care would not be accom

Baldaccini resigns; 
^attacks' the cause?

Des Plaines Building Comr. William 


Baldaccini, who has been frequently 
criticized by city aldermen, has re- 
signed. 


Mayor Herbert H. Behrel said Mon- 


day he accepted Baldaccini's resigna- 
tion letter Friday evening. Baldaccini, 
appointed building commissioner in 
November 1973, left on vacation Fri- 
day and will not return to his post, 
Behrel said. 


Behrel said Baldaccini gave no rea- 


son for quitting, but the mayor said 
attacks on his performance in the past 
by aldermen and other city officials 
led to his resignation. It is not known 
if he has other employment. 


"HE DIDN'T SAY a thing," said 


Behrel. "He just said he was tender- 
ing his resignation effective imme- 
diately." 


Although Behrel in December called 


Baldaccini the "best damn building 
commissioner the city everhad," the 
mayor said he was not surprised by 
the turn of events. 


"In terms of a structural engineer, 


even the contractors thought he was 
good," Behrel said. "But I think he 
got over his head with adminis- 
tration." 


Baldaccini, 45, an Elk Grove Village 


William 
Baldaccini 


resident, was attacked this year by 
city aldermen for issuing occupancy 
permits for buildings found in viola- 
tion of fire and safety codes. He was 
criticized last week for failures by his 
staff to find building code violations 
at a local condominium complex Sev- 
eral aldermen also took him to task 
late last year for failing to adequately 
inspect the electrical system at Holy 
Family Hospital. 


BECAUSE OF FREQUENT prob- 


lems in his department, the city coun- 
cil had proposed revisions in building 
inspection procedure to take some au- 
thority away from Baldaccini. 


Behrel had hoped to appoint Chief 


Building Inspector Donald Wedekind 
as acting building commissioner until 
Baldaccini's 
replacement 
can be 


found, but Wedekind also has resigned 
and will leaye his village 
post 


Wednesday. 


"Apparently Wedekind had told Bal- 


daccini three weeks ago that he had 
another job, but no one told me," said 
Behrel. 


Behrel said he does not know who 


will handle Baldaccini's duties until a 
replacement can be hired, but he spec- 
ulated the city may call on City Engi- 
neer Robert Bowen to help in some 
areas. 


ALTHOUGH THE CITY council had 


been critical of Baldaccini's perform- 
ance in recent months, it could take 
no steps to dismiss him because he 
was appointed by the mayor. How- 
ever, aldermen called a closed-door 
session with Baldaccini and Behrel in 
December in an attempt to resolve 
problems in the department. 


Baldaccini, a structural engineer 


and consultant for several firms be- 
fore becoming building commissioner, 
replaced former building chief Alfred 
Prickett. Prickett, building commis- 
sioner from 1971-1973, also came un- 
der city council attack before his re- 
tirement. 


Dist. 207, union clash over talks 


Contract negotiations in High School 


Dist. 207 already appear to be heading 
toward a rocky road this year with 
the board and teachers union clashing 
Monday night. 


Nearly 100 Dist. 207 teachers attend- 


ed a special board meeting Monday to 
'ask that a contract, setting forth bar- 
gaining procedures and recognition of 
the union, be terminated by the 
board. 


The contract, called the "Procedur- 


al Agreement for Negotiations," was 
termed "ambiguous" by Helen Dob- 
bins, teachers union president, who 
said it "caused delay and confusion" 
during previous contract talks. 


BOARD MEMBERS voted 4-2 to 


continue the agreement. Board Pres. 
Leonard Grazian recommended the 
agreement be cancelled as of Sept. 1, 
that recognition of the union end at 
that date, and that there be a "90 to 
120-day hiatus" during which there 
would be "no negotiations and no rep- 
resentation whatsoever for teachers." 


"The hiatus would give teachers an 


opportunity to talk among themselves 
and see who they want to represent 
them," Grazian said. 


Board member Donald Goll said 


there is "no use in throwing out the 
document" and proposed board and 
teacher negotiators attempt to work 
out any problems with the agreement. 


Ms. Dobbins said teachers were dis- 


appointed the agreement was not ter- 
minated. "The flaws in the agreement 
are enormous and a definite deterrent 
to any successful outcome for negotia- 
tions. We can only hope that this deci- 
sion by the board does not mean that 
they wish to see the collective bar- 
gaining process in Dist. 207 hampered 
the way is was over the 1975-76 con- 
tract negotiations." 


NEGOTIATIONS FOR this year's 


teaching contract took 12 months to 
complete. 


Ms. Dobbins said teachers are will- 


ing to meet and talk with board ne- 
gotiators to make the agreement a 


more workable document. She said 
teachers were not afraid to lose board 
recognition, but "we never agreed to 
a 90-or a 120-day hiatus." 


Board member William Schaefle, 


chief board negotiator, said later the 
board's position was not immovable.

Patty called 'willing' bank robber 
The inside story 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A prose- 


cution witness Monday described Pa- 
tricia Hearst as a rebellious young 
woman who was sexually active at 
age 15, used drugs, became "queen". 
of the Symbionese Liberation Army 
and took part willingly in a bank rob- 
bery. 


Dr. Joel Fort, testifying as a psy- 


chiatric witness at her bank robbery 
trial, was asked by Prosecutor James 
L. Browning Jr., if, as the defense has 
claimed, she was "a soldier in an 
army of generate?" 


"No, I think she was a queen," said 


Fort, a criminologist who has testified 
as an expert witness in some 270 
criminal cases. 


Fort said he believed Miss Hearst 


voluntarily went over to the way of 
life of her kidnapers within a month 
after her abduction in'February, 1974. 


Fort said in the years before the 


kidnaping Miss Hearst fought with her 
teachers, disliked her parents and had 
a reputation for lying to get out of 
tight spots. He described her as bored 
and dissatisfied and "missing a sense 


of meaning in her life." 


Fort's testimony was in direct con- 


tradiction to three defense psy- 
chiatrists who said she was a victim 
of "traumatic neurosis" and coercion. 


He, said he found significant her 


statement about the SLA that "I can't 
believe that I liked them." 


Fort said he did not think she was 


suffering from traumatic neuroses the 
day of the bank robbery. He said 
someone under such pressure would 
not have been able to carry out rob- 
bery, functions. 


"She did not participate in the bank 


robbery out of fear of her Jife," he 
said in giving his professional opinion. 


"She did it voluntarily as a member 


of the SLA." 
. Miss Hearst was kidnaped on Feb. 
4, 1974. He said he believed she had 
been converted to their philosophy by 
March 1. The bank robbery occurred 
April 15. 


Fort gave this assessment of Miss 


Hearst before the kidnaping: 


"She was extremely independent,

Panel to weigh 
fare change for 
oldsters' taxis 


The Des Plaines City Council's spe- 


cial transportation committee tonight 
will review changing the fare struc- 
ture for the city's taxi transportation 
program for the elderly. 


Aid. George Olen, 2nd; chairman of 


the committee, Monday said the 
group will discuss ways to cut the ex- 
pense of operating the city-subsidized 
taxi service for senior citizens, esti- 
mated to cost $40,000 in 1976-77. 


Olen said representatives of the two 


taxi firms participating in the pro- 
gram, Two-Tone Cab Co. and Martin 
Cab Co., will attend the meeting. 


"We want to meet with the taxi 


firms and talk about implementing the 
fare change," Olen said. 


U N D E R THE CURRENT fare 


structure, senior citizens with special 
transportation cards can use taxis to 
go anywhere in the city for only 50 
cents. 


The city, which'contracts with the 


two taxi firms, pays the rest of the 
fare. 


The committee is recommending 


the city limit the 50-cent fares to be- 
tween 8 a.m. and 5 p.m., and charge 
$1 during the rest of the day, seven 
days a week. The lower rate would 
remain in effect for emergencies. 


Use of the subsidized taxi service 


has risen dramatically in three years, 
with 2,200 seniors now holding trans- 
portation cards. The original budget 


of $12,000 has more than tripled since 
then. 


At the same time the fare increase 


is being recommended, city officials 
are urging senior citizens to use four 
intra-city bus lines more. The bus 
routes, begun in Des Plaines in De- 
cember by the North Suburban Mass 
Transportation Systems has been pla- 
gued with low ridership. 


DES PLAINES Mayor Herbert H. 


Behrel Monday said city officials have 
met with senior citizens to explain the 
, new routes and where they can catch 
the buses. 


"We're trying to acquaint them with 


the bus routes because they can get a 
reduced fare and spend less than SO 
cents for the taxi fare," Behrel said. 
"But it's so easy for them to call up a 
cab, rather than stand and wait for 
the bus, particularly in bad weather." 


Behrel said many senior citizens 


were unaware of the bus system.

Dist. 62 teachers to protest 
cutbacks at Monday meet

Des Plaines Dist. 62 teachers plan 


to pass our leaflets in the community 
and attend next Monday's school 
board meeting to protest budget cuts 
totaling $701,884 for the 1976-77 school 
year. 


More than 200 of the district's 350 


teachers attended a teachers' union 
meeting Monday to protest the cuts 
and plan action to force the board to 
reconsider its action. Teachers also 
plan to send letters to then- students' 
parents explaining the effect of the 
cut on the local schools and asking for 
parent support in their opposition of 
the cuts. 


The board last week approved the 


budget cuts that will help offset an 
anticipated $1.4 million deficit in the 
education fund. Staff cuts included 17 
classroom teachers and one physical 
education, one Spanish and one vocal 
music teacher in the 
elementary 


schools. 


Bud Phillips, teachers' union vice 


president, said the district doesn't 
need to make the cuts because it has 
enough surplus cash available to 
handle the anticipated deficit. The dis- 
trict anticipates a surplus of about 
$2.1 million at the end of the 1975-76 
school year, but expects the surplus to 
drop to $698,000 by the end of the 1976- 
77 school year if no budget cuts are 
made. 


"THE REASON for keeping this 


money in reserve is this will keep 
them in the black over the next few 
years," Phillips said. "The problem 
isn't that great." 
' 


"They say the anticipated class size 


will be 24 students for kindergarten 
through sixth grade," said Kathy 
Duello, union official. "Yes, we'll 
have an average class of 24, but also 
classes of 26,28 and 30 students." 


CHARLES CURREN, physical edu- 


cation teacher, said teachers will "be 
faced with classes greater than 24 stu- 
dents. They cut equipment to next to 
nothing. We'll have frustrated people, 
youngsters. And there's going to be 
more cuts. It's going to hit every- 
body." 


JOAN EVANS, union president, also 


said that the district "traditionally 
has overages " She said in the 1974-75 
school year me district spent 7.12 per 
cent less than budgeted and had an 
income of 11.93 per cent greater than 
anticipated. "Predicting our case on 
their figures, we cannot afford to let 
them cut our staff," she said. 


Dorothy Quick, district nurse, said 


she is "appalled to think 6,000 persons 
will be without nurses. Our job is at- 
tuned to prevention rather than treat- 
ment of the sick." 


Jan Thomas, guidance counselor, 


said she "feels guidance counselors 
are a necessity. How can the adminis- 


tration justify the elimination of the 
counseling program?" 


She said the district's proposal to 


replace the counselors 
with psy- 


chological interns is "ridiculous. We 
know no student as an intern who 
could meet the responsibilities." 


Union officials also i plan to meet 


with the administration Thursday and 
hope to meet with board members be- 
fore Monday's meeting. Teachers also 
are seeking the support of the school 
PTAs.

Dist. 59 gives nod to budget cuts 


Budget cuts totalling $754,000 for the 


1976-77 school year were tentatively 
approved by the Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 Board of Education Monday. 


The cutbacks, which will be voted 


on at the March 15 board meeting, 
will not directly affect the education 
programs in the district, but will al- 
low the district to operate under a 
balanced budget next year if inflation 
is kept to 5 per cent. 


The budget proposal includes cut-

Hales plays 'catch-up' with Young

Republican congressional candidate 


Daniel Hales said Monday he has 
closed the gap between himself and 
ex-Congressman Samuel H. Young. 


Hales said the results of a recent 


poll taken by his organization showed 
his name is now recognized by about 
66 per cent of the Republican voters 
in the district. A similar poll taken in 
December reported his name was rec- 
ognized by only 13 per cent of the vot- 
ers. 


Robert Auchinleck of Wilmette, who 


conducted the poll for Hales, said 
Young has a name recognition rate of 
about 80 per cent. 


HE ADMITTED YOUNG still leads 


Hales in voter preference for the 
March 16 primary. However, he said, 
Hales led State Sen. John Nimrod, 
R-Glenview, the third man in the 
primary contest. 


Auchinleck also said the survey re- 


sults indicate about 37 per cent of the 
voters questioned were undecided on 
who they will vote for in the primary. 


He refused to comment on the exact 


percentages of voters favoring Hales, 
Young and Nimrod. 


Hales said the results of the sur- 


vey show his campaign is "accelera- 
ting," and he believes he will beat 
Young next week. 


As has been the case throughout the 


entire campaign, Hales declined to 
point to any issues on which he dis- 
agrees with Young or Nimrod. All 
three candidates repeatedly- have said 
they are running against U.S. Rep. 
Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, and not their 
GOP rivals. Mikva is unopposed in 
the Democratic primary. 


Hales also promised if he does not 


win the primary, he will work hard to 
support the party's nominee against 
Mikva. 


The proposal also calls for a 6.8 per 


cent reduction in expenditures in the

AI Stone, assistant superintendent, 


said, "These cutbacks put the school 
district in a position to absorb a 5 per 
cent inflation in our costs and still 
project a balanced budget. If costs in- 
crease beyond this point, there will 
have to be an increase in the size of 
classes and some reduction in pro- 
grams." 


In January, the administration had 


projected a $2.3 million deficit next 
year in the education fund if no cuts 
were made and the district was hit by 
inflation of 8 per cent. School officials 
also said the district could handle a 
$500,000 deficit without making budget 
cuts if inflation was held to 5 per cent. 


Board members, after first agree- 


ing to consider a deficit budget, asked 
the administration to prepare a bal- 
anced budget and show its effect on 
education programs.

—over the 
rainboiv?

Billy 
is a 
physically 
handi- 


capped 9-year-old. 


He is confined to a wheelchair. 


His family feeds him, drosses him 
and helps him in whatever he 
does, wherever he goes. 


Billy will attend Kirk Center for 


the handicapped in Palatine until 
he is 21 years old. There he re- 
ceives a normal education as well 
as 
physical 
and 
occupational 


therapy. 


HIS SltOItT-RANGE future is 


certain. But it is the long range 
that worries his parents. After 
Billy becomes 21, they still want 
him to receive therapy for his 
handicap and enjoy life. 


Keeping Billy at home for the 


rest of his life is one of two op- 
tions for his family. The other is 
to send Billy to a residential facil- 
ity in another state because near- 
by facilities that serve persons 
with handicaps as severe as Bil- 
ly's are only a dream. 


There are other persons besides 


Billy's parents in the Northwest 
suburbs who are faced with the 
same dilemma about their physi- 
cally handicapped children. Last 
spring some of them got together 
and decided to try to solve their 
own problem. 


They formed a group called 


Over the Rainbow Assn., and their 
goal is to build a residential facil- 
ity in the Northwest suburbs for 
young adults who have severe 
physical handicaps requiring con- 
stant care. 


"THERE ARE schools for chil- 


dren who have physical as well as 
other handicaps, but after they 
are 18 years old, there are very 
few places that can provide the 
amount of care that they need," 
said Rosalyn Morgen, a member 
of the group. 


Mrs. Morgen said the residen- 


tial facilities In this area for hand- 
icapped adults do not provide the 
extensive care that Involves help 
with functions as basic as eating, 
.dressing 
and 
toileting. 
These 


adults may or may not be able to 
even move their own wheelchairs 
or get up out of bed. 


The Meadows in Rolling Mead- 


ows Is a residential facility for the 
handicapped, but Director Byrn 
Witt said residents there are pri- 
marily mentally retarded. Those 
who do have physical handicaps 
can function for the most part by 
themselves, he said. 


Clearbrook Center also has a 


very limited residential facility in 
Arlington Heights, but residents 
there are mentally retarded and 
either work in the community or 
In Clearbrook's sheltered work- 
shop. Persons who need extensive 
physical care would not be accom-

Wheeling Village Mgr. George Pas- 


solt Monday recommended a fee of 
&40 for ambulance calls outside the 
village limits. 


In a recommendation to the board, 


Passolt said the village fire depart- 
ment will make approximately 350 
ambulance calls this year outside the 
village limits. 


"It is totally inequitable for village 


residents to pay the cost of this ser- 
vice for people who don't live within 
the village limits," he said. 


PASSOLT SAID A check of private 


ambulance companies in the imme- 
diate area indicates the average 
charge for an ambulance cull is be- 
tween $45 and $50, plus $1.50 to $2 per 
mile. The Buffalo Grove Fire Dept. 


also charges a $30 ambulance fee and 
is considering increasing its rates to 
$60. 


Passolt said the fire department 


spends an average of one hour per 
call and that the resulting labor cost 
is about $24. He said other costs on 
the call would be an additional $16. 


Passolt said $40 "seems to be a rea- 


sonable charge." Ambulance service 
tor residents would continue without 
charge. The board referred Passolt's 
recommendation to Village Atty. John 
Burke for study. 


Passolt proposed an ambulance fee 


in January after trustees learned 31 
pei cent of all ambulance runs were' 
to nonvillage residents. The village 
department is part of the Wheeling 


Rural Fire Protection District and 
serves unincorporated areas near the 
village. 


THE VILLAGE pays for paramedic 


and ambulance service out of general 
tax revenue 'collected from Wheeling 
residents, and officials want to supple- 
ment the funds with a service fee. The 
fire district also is considering an am- 
bulance tax referendum for later this 
year to provide funds for ambulance 
and paramedic services. 


Wheeling village officials are seek- 


ing disannexation from the fire dis- 
trict in an effort to increase fire tax 
revenues to the village. 


Village Trustee William Hein has 


said disannexation will allow the vil- 
lage to provide expanded services to 
the residents without additional costs.

Patty called 'willing' bank robber 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A prose- 


cution witness Monday described Pa- 
tricia Hearst as a rebellious young 
woman who was sexually active at 
age 15, used drugs, became "queen" 
of the Symbionese Liberation Army 
and took part willingly in a bank rob- 
bery. 


Dr. Joel Fort, testifying as a psy- 


chiatric witness at her bank robbery 
trial, was asked by Prosecutor James 
L. Browning Jr., if, as the defense has 
claimed, she was "a soldier in an 
army of generate?" 


"No, I think sHe was a queen," said 


Fort, a criminologist who has testified 
as an expert witness in some 270 
criminal cases. 


Fort said he believed Miss Hearst 


voluntarily went over to the way'of 
life of her kidnapers within a month 
after her abduction in February, 1974.

Fire engines, ambulance* and about 


50 volunteer firemen have settled into 
the new Prospect Heights Rural Fire 
Protection District's fire station, m 
E. Camp McDonald Rd. 


The $262,893 project included con- 


struction of a new addition, remodel- 
ing of the original fire station, some 
new equipment and complete furnish- 
ing of the station. 


The initial plans for the new addi-

Billy 
is a physically handi- 


capped 9-year-old. 


He is confined to a wheelchair. 


His family feeds him, dresses him 
and helps him in whatever he 
does, wherever he goes. 


Billy will attend Kirk Center for 


the handicapped in Palatine until 
he is 21 years old. There he re- 
ceives a normal education as well 
as 
physical 
and occupational 


therapy. 


HIS SHORT-RANGE future is 


certain. But it is the long range 
that worries his parents. After 
Billy becomes 21, they still want 
him to receive therapy for his 
handicap and enjoy life. 


Keeping Billy at home for the 


rest of his life is one of two op- 
tions for his family. The other is 
to send Billy to a residential facil- 
ity in another state because near- 
by facilities that serve persons 
with handicaps as severe as Bil- 
ly's are only a dream. 


There are other persons besides 


Billy's parents in the Northwest 
suburbs who are faced with the 
same dilemma about their physi- 
cally handicapped children. Last 
spring some of them got together 
and decided to try to solve their 
own problem. 


They formed a group called 


Over the Rainbow Assn., and their 
goal is to build a residential facil- 
ity in the Northwest suburbs for 
young adults who have severe 
physical handicaps requiring con- 
stant care. 


"THERE ARE schools for chil- 


dren who have physical as well as 
other handicaps, but after they 
are 18 years old, there are very 
few places that can provide the 
amount of care that they need," 
said Rosalyn Morgen, a member 
of the group. 


Mrs. Morgen said the residen- 


tial facilities in this area for hand- 
icapped adults do not provide the 
extensive care that involves help 
with functions as basic as eating, 
dressing 
and 
toileting. These 


adults may or may not be able to 
even move their own wheelchairs 
or get up out of bed. 


The Meadows in Rolling Mead- 


ows is a residential facility for the 
handicapped, but Director Byrn 
Witt said residents there are pri- 
marily mentally retarded. Those 
who do have physical handicaps 
can function for the most part by 
themselves, he said. 


Clearbrook Center also has a 


very limited residential facility in 
Arlington Heights, but residents 
there are mentally retarded and 
either work in the community or 
in Cloarbrook's sheltered work- 
shop. Persons who need extensive 
physical care would not be accom

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In search of a new home, a second chance

Patty is 16 going on 17, and life has 


been something less than a carnival 
for her. But, things are getting better. 


While many of her high school 


friends were absorbed in the carefree 
life of adolescence, like dates and par- 
ties, Patty was going through her own 
little hell. 


She took refuge within the walls of 


Elk Grove High School, where she is a 
senior, where good times and smiles 
could be shared. 


BUT, THERE WAS always the re- 


turn home where alcoholic parents 
were at each other's throats. The 
family foundation slowly cracked, 
ending In a broken home, 


The advice and reassuring compan- 


ionship Patty needed was not easily 
found. Just as Omnl-House: Youth 
Services Bureau in Wheeling was 
launching its transitional living pro- 
gram, Patty walked in the agency's 
front door. 


She is one of the first teen-agers, 


who are products of broken homes or 
have troubles with their parents to be 
"matched" with a suburban adult who 
is eager to lend a helping hand. 


Patty's roommate for the past two 


months has been Sue McCaw, Des 
Plaines, a 24-year-old divorcee who 
understands the conflicts in Patty's 
life. She once had some of her own. 


UNFORTUNATELY, 
Omni-House 


officials say there are too many teen- 
agers, like Patty in the Northwest sub- 
urbs and not enough adults like Sue. 


"Learning to live with other people 


is something that everyone has to 
learn. But when you come from a bro- 
ken home or you've had problems as 
a teenager, it's more difficult," said - 
Michele Williams, director of the 
Omni-House transitional living pro-, 
gram. 


The new program allows older teens ,„. 


to live for between six months and a ' .. 
year with a single person or married 
'•; 


couple in the suburbs before going out 
to live on their own. The teen learns 


the skills of independent living: how 
to manage money, sign leases, pay 
monthly bills, keep house,,'do laundry 
and cook meals. 


Omni-House recently received a 


child welfare agency license from the 
Illinois Dept. of Children and Family 
Services to coordinate, the transitional 
living program, which is available to 
all suburban residents. 


IT IS ALSO offering a youth ad- 


vocacy program, where a volunteer 
adult spends, about 15 hours each 
week with troubled youths, offering 
companionship and counseling. A 
long-term foster-care program places 
.wards of the state or local children 
without homes into foster homes in 
the community. 


"Not all of the kids we're dealing 


with in these programs have been in 
trouble. Many of them just have no 
families," Ms. Williams said. , 


However, the transitional living pro- 


gram, the first of the three child wel- 


fare programs to be started, 'has been' 
slow to get off of the ground. Only 
three youths have been placed in 
homes. 


"There is a growing need for this 


type of program. Yet, people say they 
are too busy with their own lives to 
get involved with someone else's, es- 
pecially a teenager's," she said. 


BUT, SUE McCAW has a "special 


interest" in "confused teens like Pat- 
ty," she said. 


"A woman helped me to get my 


head straight and took me into her 
home when I left my own house at 18. • 
Then, I had bitter feelings toward my 
mother," Ms. McCaw said. 


"She helped me to see and under- 


stand my mother and other people. 
She helped me learn to do things for 
myself. She was just there to help me. 
Now, I want to do the same for teen- 
agers with those problems," she said. 


The two women have adjusted to 


each other quickly. They don't get in 


each other's way, yet share a lot of 
good conversation. Ms. McCaw is not 
interested in keeping track of Patty's 
every move, and Patty doesn't care 
about her roommate's social life. 


BUT OPEN exchange of feelings, 


emotions and ideas has been "a won- 
derful learning experience for both of 
us," McCaw said. 


"I think the program is very impor- 


tant and should be continued. I plan 
to take in another teenager once Pat- 
ty feels she's ready to go out on her 
own," she said. 


Omni-House receives state funds for 


the transitional living program to 
reimburse participants for the shelter 
and food for the teens. 


"Will that act as an incentive to get 


people in the program? I don't know," 
Ms. Williams said. "But this program 
is a thing of the future. There is a 
growing need for people to take care 
of people. You'd think there would be 
more people who care."

A home 
for disabled 
—over the 
rainboiv? 


by PAM B1GFORD 


Billy is a physically handi- 


capped 9-year-old. 


He is confined to a wheelchair. 


His family feeds him, dresses him 
and helps him in whatever he 
does, wherever he goes. 


Billy will attend Kirk Center for 


the handicapped in Palatine until 
he is 21 years old. There he re- 
ceives a normal education as well 
as 
physical and 
occupational 


therapy. 


HIS SHORT-RANGE future is 


certain. But it is the long range 
that worries his parents. After 
Billy becomes 21, they still want 
him to receive therapy for his 
handicap and enjoy life. 


Keeping Billy at home for the 


rest of his life is one of two op- 
tions for his family. The other is 
to send Billy to a residential facil- 
ity in another state because near- 
by facilities that serve persons 
with handicaps as severe as Bil- 
ly's are only a dream. 


There are other persons besides 


Billy's parents in the Northwest 
suburbs who are faced with the 
same dilemma about their physi- 
cally handicapped children. Last 
spring some of them got together 
and decided to try to solve their 
own problem. 


They formed a group called 


Over the Rainbow Assn., and their 
goal is to build a residential facil- 
ity in the Northwest suburbs for 
young adults who have severe 
physical handicaps requiring con- 
stant care. 


"THERE ARE schools for chil- 


dren who have physical as well as 
other handicaps, but after they 
are 18 years old, there are very 
few places that can provide the 
amount of care that they need," 
said Rosalyn Morgan, a member 
of the group. 


Mrs. Morgen said the residen- 


tial facilities in this area for hand- 
icapped adults do not provide the 
extensive care that involves help 
with functions as basic as eating, 
dressing 
and 
toileting. 
These 


adults may or may not be able to 
even move their own wheelchairs 
or get up out of bed. 


The Meadows in Rolling Mead- 


ows Is a residential facility for the 
handicapped, but Director Byrn 
Witt said residents there are pri- 
marily mentally retarded. Those 
who do have physical handicaps 
can function for the most part by 
themselves, he said. 


Clearbrook Center also has a 


very limited residential facility in 
Arlington Heights, but residents 
there are mentally retarded and 
either work in the community or 
in Clearbrook's sheltered work- 
shop. Persons who need extensive 
physical care would not be accom-

Patty called 'willing' bank robber 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A prose- 


cution witness Monday described Pa- 
tricia Hearst as a rebellious young 
woman who was sexually active at 
age 15, used drugs, became "queen" 
of the Symbionese Liberation Army 
and took part willingly in a bank rob- 
bery. 


Dr. Joel Fort, testifying as a psy- 


chiatric witness at her bank robbery 
trial, was asked by Prosecutor James 
L. Browning Jr., if, as the defense has 
claimed, she was "a soldier In an 
army of generals?" 


"No, I think she was a queen," said 


Fort, a criminologist who has testified 
as an expert witness in some 270 
criminal cases. 


Fort said he believed Miss Hearst, 


voluntarily went over to the way of 
life of her kidnapers -within a month 
after her abduction in February, 1974. 


Fort said in the years before the 


kidnaping Miss Hearst fought with her 


a reputation for lying to get out of 
tight spots. He described her as bored 
and dissatisfied and "missing a sense 


of meaning in her life." 


Fort's testimony was in direct con- 


tradiction to three defense psy- 
chiatrists who said she was a victim 
of "traumatic neurosis" and coercion. 


He said he found significant her 


statement about the SLA that "I can't 
believe that I liked them." 


Fort said he did not thinly she was 


suffering from traumatic neuroses the 
day of the bank robbery. He said 
someone under such pressure would 
not have been able to carry out rob- 
bery functions. 


"She did not participate in the bank 


robbery out of -fear of her life," he 
said in giving his professional opinion. 


"She did it voluntarily as a member 


of the SLA." 


Miss Hearst was kidnaped on Feb. 


4, 1974. He said he believed she had 
been converted to their philosophy by 
March 1. The bank robbery occurred 
April 15. 


Fort gave this assessment of Miss 


Hearst before the kidnaping: 


"She was extremely independent,

A home 
for disabled 
—over the 
rainbow?

Billy 
is a 
physically 
handi- 


capped 9-year-old. 
, 


He is confined to a wheelchair. 


His family feeds him, dresses him 
and helps him in whatever he 
does, wherever he goes. 


Billy will attend Kirk Center for 


the handicapped in Palatine until 
he is 21 years old. There he re- 
ceives a normal education as well 
as 
physical 
and 
occupational 


therapy 


HIS SHORT-RANGE future is 


certain. But it is the long range 
that worries his parents. 
After 


Billy becomes 21, they still want 
him to receive therapy for his 
handicap and enjoy life, 


Keeping Billy at home for the 


rest of his life is one of two op- 
tions for his family. The other is 
to send Billy to a residential facil- 
ity in another state because near- 
by facilities that serve persons 
with handicaps as severe as Bil- 
ly's are only a dream. 


There are other persons besides 


Billy's parents in the Northwest 
suburbs who are faced with the 
same dilemma about their physi- 
cally handicapped children. Last 
spring some of them got together 
and decided to try to solve their 
own problem. 


They formed a group called 


Over the Rainbow Assn., and their 
goal is to build a residential facil- 
ity In the Northwest suburbs for 
young adults who have severe 
physical handicaps requiring con- 
stant care. 


"THERE ARE schools for chil- 


dren who have physical as well as 
other handicaps, but after they 
are 18 years old. there are very 
few places that can provide the 
amount of care that they need." 
staid Rosalyn Morgen. a member 
of the group. 


Mrs. Morgen said the residen- 


tial facilities in this area for hand- 
icapped adults do not provide the 
extensive care that involves help 
with functions as basic as eating, 
dressing 
and 
toileting. 
These 


adults may or may not be able to 
even move their own wheelchairs 
or get up out of bed. 


The Meadows In Rolling Mead- 


ows is a residential facility for the 
handicapped, but Director Byrn 
Witt said residents there are pri- 
marily mentally retarded. Those 
who do have physical handicaps 
can function for the most part by 
themselves, he said. 


Clearbrook Center also has a 


very limited residential facility in 
Arlington Heights, but residents 
there are mentally retarded and 
either work in the community or 
in Clearbrook's sheltered work- 
shop. Persons who need extensive 
physical care would not be accom-

Teacher uses chess as learning aid 


by PAM BIGFORD 


Teacher Richard Whitman is mak- 


ing addicts out of his students. 


But in this case, it's OK. Whitman's 


kids are addicted, all right, but not to 
dope or drink. Their habit is chess. 


Whitman runs an after-school chess 


club for students in first through sixth 
grades at Dirksen School, 116 W. 
Beech Dr., Schaumburg. Forty to 50 
youngsters show up each Wednesday 
to engage in some mental stimulation. 


"I'm an old chess fan myself, and I 


thought It would be good academically 
and socially for the kids to learn the 
game," Whitman said. 


Chess teaches children to think logi- 


cally and visualize geometric pat- 
terns, he said. Chess teaches them to 
see relationships, for example, be- 
tween a hypotenuse and right angles, 
he said. 


"IT TAKES AN imaginative mind 


to be a good chess player, a mind that 
can picture how something will look in 
the future. Chess teaches kids to say 
to themselves logically, 'If I do this, 
then this will happen,'" Whitman 
said. 


Whitman said he can teach the av- 


erage first grader to play the game in 
about two days, "but it's a difficult 
game to learn to play well. But the 
earlier they start the sooner they will 
master it." 


His own first grade class is very en- 


thusiastic about the game. Whitman 
said some days he has to ban chess 
altogether "because every time we 
have free time, 90 per cent of them 
want to play chess." 


Whitman helps the students with 


strategies, but some of them are sub- 
scribing to the self-help plan. They 


use books that describe the moves of 
chess champions Bobby Fischer and 
Boris Spassky and then follow the 
masters' plans. Practice makes per- 
fect. 


Whitman said the game also Reach- 


es the students how to lose gracious- 
ly. After all, he said someone's got to 
lose 'Whitman himself knows that 
pretty well. One first grader beats 
him one out of every four times they 
sit down at the chess board. 


Ethics code 
too tough: 
plan chief 


The Hoffman Estates plan commis- 


sion chairman Monday charged the 
proposed ethics ordinance for village 
officials 
is 
too complicated 
and 


will "frighten off" potential replace- 
ments for government positions. 


Richard Regan, plan commission 


chairman, said the lengthy ethics or- 
dinance will discourage good citizens 
from participating in local govern- 
ment because they may need a law- 
yer to interpret the code. 


"We need a more simplified state- 


ment," Regan told the judiciary com- 
mittee. "We want to encourage people 
to go into government." 


Because of the complexity of the 


document, which, if approved, must 
be signed by all village officials, 
"nine out of ten people won't even 
know if they have a conflict of inte- 
rest or not," Regan said.

way of knowing what interests the 
bank has in the community. 


But Village Pres. Virginia Hayter, 


who originally pushed for code pas- 
sage, said the ordinance is "protec- 
tion" and if the applicant can not un- 
derstand what the document asks for, 
"lie doesn't have the brains to serve 
on a commission." 


She called the national and state 


l e v e l s of government 
"laughing 


stocks" in terms of ethics controls. 


"We're the last stand. Custer," she 


said to Regan, referring to the village 
level of government. 


Trustee Jeanne Pavey said if the 


code were simple, "it would not fully 
explain areas where problems can oc- 
cur. If we spell'it out, there can't be 
any doubt." 


MRS. HAYTEB said a training ses- 


sion might be needed for newcomers 
to local government. 


Regan said he would agree to the 


training program because, "If they 
don't want to go through the session, 
they don't need to get involved in vil- 
lage government."

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A prose- 


cution witness Monday described Pa- 
tricia Hearst as a rebellious young 
woman who was sexually active at 
age 15, used drugs, became "queen" 
of the Symbionese Liberation Army 
and took part willingly in a bank rob- 
bery. 


Dr. Joel Fort,-testifying as a psy- 


chiatric witness at her bank robbery 
trial, was asked by Prosecutor James 
L. Browning Jr., if, as the defense has 
claimed, she was "a soldier in an 
army of generate?" 


"No, I think she was a queen," said 


Fort, a criminologist who has testified 
as an expert witness in some 270 
criminal cases. 


Fort said he believed Miss Hearst 


voluntarily went over to the way of 
life of her kidnapers within a month 
after her abduction in February, 1974. 


Fort said in the years before the 


kidnaping Miss Hearst fought with her 
teachers, disliked her parents and had 
a reputation 'for lying to get out of 
tight spots. He described.her as bored 
and dissatisfied and "missing a sense 


of meaning in her life." 


Fort's testimony was in direct con- 


tradiction 
to three 
defense psy- 


chiatrists who said she was a victim 
of "traumatic neurosis" and coercion. 


He said he, found significant her 


statement about the SLA that "I can't 
believe that! liked them." 


Fort said he did not think she was 


suffering from traumatic neuroses the 
day of the bank robbery. He said 
someone under such pressure would 
not have been able to carry out rob- 
bery functions. 


"She did not participate in the bank 


robbery out .of fear of her life," he 
said in giving his professional opinion. 


"She did it voluntarily as a member 


of the SLA." 


Miss Hearst was kidnaped on Feb. 


4, 1974. He said he believed she had 
been converted to their philosophy by 
March 1. The bank robbery occurred 
April 15. 


Fort gave this assessment of Miss 


Hearst before the kidnaping: 


"She was extremely independent,

Before making purchase 
FAA urges more study 
of Schaumburg airport

The Federal Aviation Adminis- 


. tration has asked Schaumburg to re- 
examine a proposal to purchase and 
improve a 120-acre private airport be- 
fore proceeding to the second stage of 
a $56,000 consultants study. 


In a letter to the Illinois Dept. of 


Aeronautics, George P. Grote, chief of 
airports for FAA's Great Lakes Re- 
gion, has recommended Schaumburg 
Airport remain at its current oper- 
ation level, suggesting the total cost 
of municipal purchase and improve- 
ment be approximately $7 million. 


Preliminary findings of the con- 


sultants study recommended the vil- 
lage buy and improve the airport at 
Wright Boulevard and Irving Park 
Road, provided the total package is 
limited to $8.4 million, state and fed- 
eral funding is available and the proj- 
ect is found environmentally accept- 
able. 


THE LAST HALF of the study 


would consist of preparation of an en- 
vironmental impact statement and 
FAA-required public, hearings. 


The $7 million estimate was based 


on "very rough" figures, an FAA 
spokesman said Monday, explaining 
the estimate considered 123 aircraft 
currently based at the airport. Con- 
sultants forecasted an anticipated in- 
crease to about 350 based planes by 
1995, which they considered "the most 
likely ultimate development." 


"A reduction in based planes would 


undoubtedly detract from the finan- 
cial feasibility of the expansion pro- 
gram and, in our opinion, the village

own problem. 


They formed a group called 


Over the Rainbow Assn., and their 
goal is to build a residential facil- 
ity in the Northwest suburbs for 
young adults who have severe 
physical handicaps requiring con- 
stant care. 


"THERE ARE schools for chil- 


dren who have physical as well as 
other handicaps, but after they 
are 18 years old. there are very 
few places that can provide the 
amount of care that they need," 


. said Rosalyn Morgen. a member 


of the group. 


Mrs Morgen said the residen- 


tial facilities in this area for hand- 
icapped adults do not provide the 
extensive care that involves help 
with functions as basic as eating, 
dressing 
and 
toileting. 
These 


adults may or may not be able to 
even move their own wheelchairs 
or get up out of bed. 


The Meadows in Rolling Mead- 


ows is a residential facility for the 
handicapped, but Director Byrn 
Witt said residents there are pri- 
marily mentally retarded.

Patty called 'willing' bank robber 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A prose- 


cution witness Monday described Pa- 
tricia Hearst as a rebellious young 
woman who was sexually active at 
age 15, used drugs, became "queen" 
of the Symbionese Liberation Army 
and took part>illingly in a bank rob- 
bery. 


Dr. Joel Fort, testifying as a psy- 


chiatric witness at her bank robbery 
trial, was asked by Prosecutor James 
L, Browning Jr., if, as the defense has 
claimed, she was "a soldier in an 
army of generals?" 


"No, I think she was a queen," said 


Fort, a criminologisl who has testified 
as an expert witness in some' 270 
criminal cases. 


Fort said he believed Miss Hearst 


voluntarily went over to the way of 
life of her kidnapers within a month 
after her abduction in February, 1974. 


Fort said in the years before the 


kidnaping Miss Hearst fought with her 
teachers, disliked her parents and had 
a reputation for lying to get out of 
tight spots. He described her as bored 
and dissatisfied and "missing a sense 


of meaning in her life." 


Fort's testimony was in direct con- 


tradiction 
to 
three 
defense 
psy- 


chiatrists who said she was a victim 
of "traumatic neurosis" and coercion. 


He said he found significant her 


statement about the SLA that "I can't 
believe that I liked them." 


Fort said he did not think she was 


suffering from traumatic neuroses the 
day of the bank robbery. He said 
someone under such pressure would 
not have been able to carry out rob- 
bery functions.

Teacher uses chess as learning aid

Teacher Richard Whitman is mak- 


ing addicts out of his students. 


But in this case, it's OK. Whitman's 


kids are addicted, all right, but not to 
dope or drink. Their habit is chess. 


Whitman runs an after-school chess 


club for students in first through sixth 
grades at Dirksen School, 116 W. 
Beech Dr., Schaumburg. Forty to 50 
youngsters show up each Wednesday 
to engage in some mental stimulation. 


"IJm an old chess fan myself, and I 


thought it would be good academically 
and socially for the kids to learn the 
game," Whitman said. 


Chess teaches children to think logi- 


cally and visualize geometric pat- 
terns, he said. Chess teaches them to 
see relationships, for example, be- 
tween a hypotenuse and right angles, 
he said. 
' 


,"IT TAKES AN imaginative mind 
to be a good chess player, a mind that 
can picture how something will look in 
the future. Chess teaches kids to say 
to themselves logically, 'If I do this, 
then this will happen,'" Whitman 
said. 


Whitman said he can teach the av- 


erage first grader to play the game in 
about two days, "but it's a difficult 
game to learn to play well. But the 
earlier they start the sooner they will 
master it." 


His own first grade class is very en- 


thusiastic about the game. Whitman 
said some days he has to ban chess 


altogether "because every time we 
have free time, 90 per cent of them 
want to play chess." 


Whitman helps the students with 


strategies, but some of them are sub- 
scribing to the self-help plan. They 
use books -that describe the moves of 
chess champions Bobby Fistiher and 
Boris • Spassky and then follow the 


masters' plans. Practice makes per- 
fect. 


Whitman said the game also teach- 


es the students how to lose gracious- 
ly. After all, he said someone's got to 
lose. Whitman himself knows that 
pretty well. One first grader beats 
him one out of every four times they 
sit down at the chess board.

Billy is a physically handi- 


capped 9-year-old. 


He Is confined to a wheelchair. 


His family feeds him, dresses him 
and helps him in whatever he 
does, wherever he goes. 


Billy will attend Kirk Center for 


the handicapped in Palatine until 
he is 21 years old. There he re- 
ceives a normal education as well 
as 
physical 
and 
occupational 


therapy. 


MIS SHORT-RANGE future is 


certain. But it is the long range 
that worries his parents. After 
Billy becomes 21, they still want 
him to receive therapy for his 
handicap and enjoy life. 


Keeping Billy dt home for the 


rest of his life is one of two op- 
tions for his family. The other is 
to send Billy to a residential facil- 
ity In another state because near- 
by facilities that serve persons 
with handicaps as severe as Bil- 
ly's are only a dream. 


There are other persons besides 


Billy's parents in the Northwest 
suburbs who are faced with the 
same dilemma about their physi- 
cally handicapped children. Last 
spring some of them got together 
and decided to try to solve their 
own problem. 


They formed a group called 


Over the Rainbow Assn., and their 
goal Is to build a residential facil- 
ity in the Northwest suburbs for 
young adults who have severe 
physical handicaps requiring con- 
stant care. 


"THERE ARE schools for chil- 


dren who have physical as well as 
other handicaps, but after they 
are 18 years old, there are very 
few places that can provide the 
amount of care that they need," 
said Rosalyn Morgen, a member 
of the group. 


Mrs. Morgen said the residen- 


tial facilities in this area for hand- 
icapped adults do not provide the 
extensive care that involves help 
with functions as basic as eating, 
dressing and toileting. These 
adults may or may not be able to 
even move their own wheelchairs 
or get up out of bed. 


The Meadows in Rolling Mead- 


ows is a residential facility for the 
handicapped, but Director Byrn 
Witt said residents there are pri- 
marily mentally retarded. Those 
who do have physical handicaps 
can function for the most part by 
themselves, he said. 


Clearbrook Center also has a 


very limited residential facility in 
Arlington Heights, but residents 
there are mentally retarded and 
either work in the community or 
in Clearbrook's sheltered work- 
shop. Persons who need extensive 
physical care would not be accom-

Sewer, water rate decrease urged 
Palanois Park seeks annexation 


Annexation petitions signed by 52 of 


66 homeowners in the unincorporated 
Palanois Park subdivision have been 
filed with the Village of Palatine. 


The proposed annexation was an- 


nounced Monday night when an ord- 
inance to reduce sewer and water 
rates in the subdivision was approved. 


The area, located south of North- 


west Highway, and east of Quentin 
Road, is served by the village-owned

The board last November approved 


the 68 per cent rate increase for L&K 
users in the subdivision, which was to 
have taken effect this month. Since 
then residents have been discussing 
annexation as an alternative to paying 
the higher rate, because village resi- 
dents pay less for sewer and water 
than nonresidents. 


PALANOIS PARK residents now 


pay nearly three times as much for 


sewer and water service as village 
residents. 


Village residents now pay a min- 


imum quarterly charge for water and 
sewer use of $10.80. 


The 68 per cent increase for Pala- 


nois Park would have increased sewer 
and water charges for Palanois Park 
residents from between 4.5 to 6 times 
the village, rate.

Patty called 'willing' bank robber 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A prose- 


cution witness Monday described Pa- 
tricia Hearst as a rebellious young 
woman who was'sexually active at 
age IS, used, drugs, became "queen" 
of the Symbionese Liberation Army 
and took part willingly in a bank rob- 
bery. 


Dr. Joel Fort, testifying as a psy- 


chiatric witness at her-bank robbery 
trial, was asked by. Prosecutor Jairies 
L. Browning Jr., if, as the defense has 
claimed, she was "a soldier in an 
army of generals?" 


"No, I think she was a queen," said 


Fort, a criminologist who has testified 
as an expert witness in some 270 
criminal cases. 


Fort' said he believed Miss Hearst 


voluntarily went over .to the way of 
life of Her kidnapers within a month 
after her abduction in February, 1974. 


Fort said in the years before the 


kidnaping Miss Hearst fought with her 
teachers, disliked her parents and had 
a reputation for lying to get out of 
tight spots. He described her as bored 
and dissatisfied and "missing a sense 


of meaning in her life." 


Fort's testimony was in direct con- 


tradiction to three defense psy- 
chiatrists who said she was a victim 
of "traumatic neurosis" and coercion. 


He said he found significant her 


statement about the SLA that "I can't 
believe that I liked them." 


Fort said he did not think she was 


suffering from traumatic neuroses the 
day of the bank robbery. He said, 
someone under such pressure would 
not have been able to carry out rob- 
bery functions. 


"She did not participate in the bank 


robbery out of fear of her life," he 
said in giving his professional opinion. 


"She did it voluntarily as a member 


of the SLA." 


Miss Hearst was kidnaped on Feb. 


4, 1974. He said .he believed she had 
been converted to their philosophy by 
March 1. The bank robbery occurred 
April 15. 


Fort gave this assessment of Miss 


Hearst before the kidnaping: 


"She was extremely independent,

Teacher uses chess as learning aid 
Local scene 


by PAM BIGFORD 


Teacher Richard Whitman is mak- 


ing addicts out of his students. 


But in this case, it's OK. Whitman's 


kids are addicted, all right, but not to 
dope or drink. Their habit is chess. 


Whitman runs an after-school chess 


club for students in first through sixth 
grades at Dirksen School, 116 W. 
Beech Dr., Schaumburg. Forty to 50 
youngsters show up each Wednesday 
to engage in some mental stimulation, 


"I'm an old chess fan myself, and I 


thought it would be good academically 


and socially for the kids to learn the 
game," Whitman said. 


Chess teaches children to think logi- 


cally and visualize geometric pat- 
terns, he said. Chess teaches them to 
see relationships, for example, be- 
tween a hypotenuse and right angles, 
he said. 


"IT TAKES AN imaginative mind 


to be a good chess player, a mind that 
can picture how something will look in 
the future. Chess teaches kids to say 
to themselves logically, 'If I do this, 
then this will happen,'" Whitman 


said. 


Whitman said he can teach the av- 


erage first grader to play the game in 
about two days, "but it's a difficult 
game to learn to play well. But the 
earlier they start the sooner they will 
master it." 


His own first grade class is very en- 


thusiastic about the game. Whitman 
said some days he has to ban chess 
altogether "because every time we 
have free time, 90 per cent of them 
want to play chess." 


Whitman helps the students with 


strategies, but some of them are sub- 
scribing to the self-help plan. They 
use books that describe the moves of 
chess champions Bobby Fischer and 
Boris Spassky and then follow the 
masters' plans. Practice makes per- 
fect. 


Whitman said the game also teach- 


es the students how to lose gracious- 
ly. After all, he said someone's got to 
lose. Whitman himself knows that 
pretty well. One first grader beats 
him one out of every four times they 
sit down at the chess board.

Billy 
is 
a physically handi- 


capped 9-year-old 


He is confined to a wheelchair. 


His family feeds him. dresses him 
and helps him in whatever he 
does, wherever he goes. 


Billy will attend Kirk Center for 


the handicapped in Palatine until 
he is 21 years old. There he re- 
ceives a normal education as well 
as 
physical 
and 
occupational 


therapy. 


IIKS sHOJtT-n.v\GK future is 


certain But it is the long range 
that worries his parents 
After 


Billy becomes 21, they still want 
him to receive therapy for his 
handicap und enjoy lite. 


Keeping Billy at home for the 


rest of his life is one of two op- 
tions fur his family. The other is 
to send Billy to a residential facil- 
it\ in another state because near- 
by facilities that serve persons 
with handicaps as severe as Bil- 
ly's are only a dream. 


There are other persons besides 


Billy's parents in the Northwest 
suburbs who are faced with the 
same dilemma about their physi- 
cally handicapped children. Last 
spring some of them got together 
and decided to try to solve their 
own problem. 


They formed a group called 


Over the Rainbow Assn.. and their 
goal is to build a residential facil- 
ity in the Northwest suburbs for 
young adults who have severe 
physical handicaps requiring con- 
stant care. 


"THEHK ARE schools for chil- 


dren who have physical as well as 
other handicaps, but after they 
arc 18 years old. there are very 
few places that can provide the 
amount of care that they need.'1 


said Rosalyn Morgcn, a member 
of the group. 


Mrs. 
Morgen said the residen- 


tial facilities in this area For hand- 
icapped adults do not provide the 
extensive care that involves help 
with functions as basic as eating, 
dressing 
and 
toileting. 
These 


adults may or may not be able to 
even move their own wheelchairs 
or get up out of bed. 


The Meadows in Rolling Mead- 


ows is a residential facility for the 
handicapped, but Director Byrn 
Witt said residents there are pri- 
marily mentally retarded. Those 
who do have physical handicaps 
can function for the most pail by 
themselves, he said. 


Clearbrook Center also has a 


very limited residential facility in 
Arlington Heights, but residents 
there are mentally retarded and 
either work in the community or 
in Clearbrook's sheltered work- 
shop.

A restrictive ethics ordinance in

chiatric witness at her bank robbery 
trial, was asked by Prosecutor James 
L. Browning Jr., if, as the defense has 
claimed, she was "a soldier in an 
army of generals?" 


"No, I think she was a queen," said 


Fort, a criminologisl who has testified 
as an expert witness in some 270 
criminal cases. 


Fort said he believed Miss Hearst 


voluntarily went over to the way of 
life of her kidnapers within a month 
after her abduclion in February, 1974. 


Fort said in the years before the 


kidnaping Miss Hearst fought wilh her 
teachers, disliked her parents and had 
a reputation for lying to gel oul of 
light spots, He described her as bored 
and dissatisfied and "missing a sense 


of meaning in her life." 


Fort's testimony was in direct con-

to three 
defense psy- 


chialrisls who said she was a viclim 
of "traumatic neurosis" and coercion. 


He said he found significant her 


statement about the SLA thai "I can't 
believe that I liked them." 


Fort said he did not think she was 


suffering from traumatic neuroses the 
day of the .bank robbery. He said 
someone under such pressure would 
not have been able to carry out rob- 
bery functions. 


"She did not participate in the bank 


robbery out of fear of her -life," he 
said in giving Ms professional opinion. 


"She did it voluntarily as a member

Miss Hearst was kidnaped on Feb. 


4, 1974. He said he believed she had 
been converted to their philosophy by 
March 1. The bank robbery occurred 
April 15. 


Fort gave this assessment of Miss

As number of borrowers increases 
Librarian eager for new facilities

"My life is the library," says Mary 


Jo Hutchings, the Mount Prospect li- 
brarian. 


And because it is, she eagerly 


awaits the opening of the new Mount 
Prospect Public Library, Central 
Road and Main'Streets, in August. 


Village population — and book bor- 


rowers — have more than doubled in 
her 10 years at the library. "In 1968, 
for example, we literally raised the 
roof," she said with a pleasant laugh. 
More recently, a connecting mobile 
office unit was set up to help over- 
crowding in the work area. "And the 
population has continued to increase, 
schools to grow and the needs of the 
community to change," she said. 


WHEN MRS. HUTCHINGS took the 


reins In 1966, the library was children- 
oriented, she said. Of about 19,000 bor- 
rowers, only 8,000 were adults. And at 
that time, the library was run by 
part-time people, with no professional 
reference librarians on the staff. Mrs. 
Hutchings holds a bachelor's degree 
in sociology and philosophy and a 
master's degree in library sciences 
from the University of Illinois. 


She has worked at five other librar- 


ies including Northwestern University 
and Crystal Lake Public, Library 
where she was head librarian before 
coming to Mount Prospect.

"Now we have six professionals on 


our staff, and of 35,000 borrowers, 
half are adults. These are active bor-

Explaining how these changes came 


about, she said village population in 
1940 totaled about 2,000 and by 1950 
had risen to about 4,000. Population 
reached 18,900 by 1962 and rose to 
about 35,000 in 1969. Hitting more than 
48,000 last year, the population now is 
pushing 50,000. 


"As people in middle management 


careers move into our area, they are 
thinking of self-improvement. Many 
come from cities where library facil-' 
ities are much better, and they de- 
mand more from our library," Mrs. 
Hutchings said. 


IN ADDITION, according to Illinois 


Library Standards, based on popu- 
1 a t i o n, Mount Prospect's library 
should supply three and one half 
books per person, she said. The li- 
brary's present 80,000 books do not 
meet that standard, but space to ac- 
commodate the needed 150,000 books 
will be available in the new facility. > 


"Hopefully we'll be able to get new 


books. Books are awfully expensive," 
she said. 


In addition to more space, the new 


building will offer more room for the 
staff, and space to serve the commu- 
nity better in outreach programs and 
special services. 


The first library in the North Subur- 


ban Library system to lend art prints, 
cassettes (music, languages, comedy 


and others) and 8 mm films, Mount 
Prospect will expand this operation. 
And at the new facility, there will be 
space for small meeting rooms, typ- 
ing rooms, and a place for story 
hours, guest speakers, and adult edu- 
cation classes, Mrs. Hutchings said. 
"The uses are unlimited." 


The library can accommodate con- 


certs, book reviews, vocational guid- 
ance, one-act plays and puppet shows.
